Grassland Farming for Fu 


By H. HAMILTON HACKNEY,

(This article is written primarily for eastern farmers, and partic- 
ularly for those who are newcomers in the field. The author makes 
no pretense at being an expert on agricultural matters, and writes 
only from his own experience and observation, and not as an author- 
ity. Neither statistics nor the results of supervised experiments are 


relied upon. 


The approach is mainly subjective. The arguments used 


and the conclusions drawn therefrom may not in all cases be technic- 
ally correct, but they are based, it is submitted, on common sense, the 
avowed intention of the article being to bring more peace of mind to 
some of those engaged in the hazardous business of farming.) ; 


had a theory, (common to most peo- 

ple moving onto a farm, I believe.) 
this was to the effect that we were pion- 
wrs, and that, like our ancestors, we were 
ging to make our farm home a self-sus- 
ining unit, so that come depression, revo- 
tion or any other adversity, We would be 
independent and secure. Practically, this 
meant that We would produce everything to 
meet our needs and buy as little as possible. 
Another way of expressing it, in agricul- 
tural terminology, is generally farming. Ac- 
wrding to this idea, or ideal, we would have 
wr own milk, cream, butter, eggs, poultry, 


Wasi we started farming in 1932, we 


lamb, veal, beef and pork, as well as honey, 
fruits, berries, vegetables, firewood, rough 
lumber and wool. The counterpart was that 
We Would grow all the pasture, hay, oats, 
barley, wheat and corn to feed the aforesaid 
livestock and the horses, and the straw and 
fodder to bed them. 

Consequently, we tried our hands at 
carrying out this apparently simple and log- 
ical way of life, which of course involved 
growing a great variety of things, owning 
a wide range of machinery and equipment, 
and a great diversification of interest and

energy, to say nothing of the vast amount 
of knowledge we must acquire quickly. We 
took our wheat to a nearby mill to be 
ground into flour to make home-baked 
bread, and the same with our corn for corn- 
meal; sheared our sheep, gathered honey, 
made cider and crab-apple jelly and had the 
children gather acorns for the hogs. One 
year, (I blush to state) I even took my rye 
to a neighboring distillery to provide hos- 
pitality for visitors! To have carried the 
pioneer theory to its logical conclusion, we 
would have made our own candles and soap, 
I suppose, and spun our own wool. Truly 
a wholesome, beautiful and comforting plan 
of operation, full of security and independ- 
ence, and also impracticalities and head- 
aches! 

I won’t try to lead you through the fol- 
lowing years and all the disillusionments we 
encountered, leading to the gradual aban- 
donment of our general farming scheme. 
However, the mention of a few items might 
be illuminating and prove helpful to others 
facing the same dilemma.

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ATIONAL policies to the liking of 
| \ neither OPA Administrator Chester 

Bowles nor Secretary of Agriculture 
Clinton Anderson have raised doubts as to 
how long both will remain on the Washing- 
ton scene. Resignation rumors already in- 
volve both men. 

Price pressures on Bowles are said by 
his close associates to be “almost unbear- 
able,” while Anderson has been under 
strains which led to advice from his per- 
sonal physician to take a long rest. 

The policy of holding living costs down 
while permitting—some think encouraging 
—higher wages has both men on a tough 
spot. Bowles has pledged that he will do his 
best to hold-the-line on prices, but the pres- 
sure is greater than ever before. 

Anderson is in a somewhat similar spot. 
Food is one of the largest items in living 
costs and he cannot with a clear conscience 
remain silent on farm prices while wages 
and industrial prices zoom toward infla- 
tion. 

Farmers would be the first to lose in any 
inflation spiral. The price pressure on food 
is less than on manufactured goods and 
foods would lag behind on any general up- 
ward revision of prices, Anderson believes. 

Immediately after the end of the war, 
Bowles launched on a policy of “decontroll- 
ing” as many prices as possible. He believ- 
ed until recently that it would be possible to 
remove all price controls, with the possible 
exception of rents, before next June 30, the 
date on which the Price Control Act expires. 

Recently, there has been considerably 
more talk of continuing price controls 
through 1946. It is probable, however, that 
controls will continue longer on industrial 
items than on farm produce. Bowles feels 
that the whole price control problem will 
be at its most critical state during the next 
few weeks. 


The Administration attitude toward post- 
war farm production has been one of on- 
again-off-again. Two or three months ago, 
as noted in this column, the thinking was 
that the high level of industrial employ- 
ment would call for another year of full 
production. 

A month ago, as also reported here, plan- 
ning shifted toward sharply reduced produc- 
tion in 1946, with increasing government 
controls to prevent the accumulation of sur- 
pluses. 

Recently, there have been increasing in- 
dications of a shift back toward another 
year of total production not much differ- 
ent from the war period. Production goals 
for next. year, now being made up, reflect 
that thinking. 

Anderson, in establishing spring pig 
goals, called for 52 million head. That 
would be the same as the 1945 spring pig 
crop, but it is 39 per cent above the pre- 
war average. Likewise, proposed quota 
restrictions on cotton and peanuts were fin- 
ally rejected. 


The decisions on 1946 production are 
based on three things: 
1. Consumer buying has remained at 
a good rate, especially for the higher 
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cost items such as meats and dairy pro- 

ducts, despite the uncertain employ- 

ment outlook. 

2. Export shipments of food will be 

larger than expected earlier. Relief 

shipments probably will total close to a 

billion dollars and foreign buying will 

be increased under recent credit ar- 
rangements. 

3. Food officials have decided that it 

would be well to replenish food stocks, 

especially grains, during 1946. 

Tentative plans for 1947, however, call 
for “adjustments” on such foods as meats, 
dairy and poultry, vegetables and vegetable 
oils. How large those adjustments will be 
depends upon developments during the next 
year. 

Anderson, in reducing the hog support 
price from a flat year-around $13.00 a hun- 
dred pounds to a seasonally sliding scale 
intended to average $12.00 a hundred 
pounds, effective next October 1, indicates 
a move toward support prices near the man- 
datory 90 per cent of parity. 


The Agriculture Department has begun, 
also, to revise its view on cattle after failure 
of the expected fall rush to market to de- 
velop. The Bureau of Agricultural Econom- 
ics makes this 1946 “outlook” forecast: 

“Returns from sales of meat animals 
probably will average moderately lower in 
1946 than in 1945. The supply of meat in 
1946 is likely to be about in balance with 
demand. at the 1945 level of wholesale and 
retail prices. 

“Hence, if price ceilings on meats are 
raised or removed in 1946, the general level 
of retail meat prices probably will be about 
the same as in 1945, when prices were held 
materially below the ‘free-market’ level by 
ceilings. 

“However, slaughterers are now paying 
more for cattle and hogs than the equi- 
valent value at current meat prices, and if 
subsidy payments to slaughterers are re- 
moved in 1946, some decline in cattle and 
hog prices is likely to occur.” 

Increased civilian consumption of meats, 
plus export sales and relief shipments, will 
partially off-set the sharp decline in mili- 
tary buying, the Department thinks. 

Production of meat in the United States 
is expected to total 160 to 165 pounds per 
capita in 1946. But after deducting ex- 
ports, the supply available for domestic 
consumption probably will not. exceed 155 
pounds, which just about meets demand. 

Pre-war consumption was around 125 
pounds per capita, but consumers have 
shown during the past three or four years 
that when they have both the meat avail- 
able and the purchasing power they will 
buy more than 150 pounds a year. 

The department expects the national in- 
come next year to be about fifteen per cent 
below this year, but thinks that food expen- 
ditures will be only about. five to seven per 
cent less. A heavier decline, however, may 
occur in the so-called high-price foods. 

The Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
forecasts 1946 meat output at or moderately 
above this year, when it will total about 
22% billion pounds, compared with a pre- 
war average of 16 billions pounds.

Removal of cattle ceilings and subsidies 
still is under discussion in the OPA, but 
there is no indication of early action. The 
issue was brought up recently at a meeting 
of stock yards men with OPA officials, 


The meeting was called to discuss ceiling 
differentials between the terminal and 
country markets, but ceiling removal kept 
entering the discussion. The OPA indicated 
that a request for a meeting to consider 
subsidy and ceiling removal would be fay- 
orably received. 

The roll-back subsidy going to packers 
may be discontinued early next year, but 
the law requires a six-months notice before 
removal of the feeder subsidy. As this is 
written there is no indication as to when 
that notice will be given. 

One of the difficulties in getting any ac- 
tion on live stock prices and ceilings is that 
it requires joint OPA-USDA action. The 
“buck passing” between the two agencies 
shows no signs of letting up. 


On top of all his other troubles, Ander 
son is having difficulty making his reor 
ganized Department function. The’ widely- 
heralded “commodity” setup created by the 
committee headed by Kansas State College 
President Milton Eisenhower has failed to 
function properly. 

The Department is being shaken badly by 
resignations and rumors of additional 
shake-ups. The recall of the Eisenhower 
Committee to Washington for further tink- 
ering did nothing to quiet those rumors. 

Four top-flight officials already have stb- 
mitted their resignations because of the 
situation existing within the Department.

country has graduated from the realm 
of speculation to a position where it is 
both sound and highly profitable, according 
to a prominent Corn Belt banker and pro- 
ducer of Aberdeen-Angus commercial beef. 

Upon the invitation of Richard Hahne, to 
accompany him on a week-end aerial survey 
of mid-western commercial herds, this re- 
porter was privileged to have his eyes open- 
ed wider than they have been for some time. 

From the Mississippi River to Kansas 
City, flying at approximately 1,000 feet, 
there was at least one, and as many as 
seven, herds of Aberdeen-Angus in sight 
always throughout the trip. They were, as 
Dick described it, “as thick as blackbirds on 
a tree.” 

We passed over a route which permitted 
us to have a bird’s-eye view of several 
famous farms—those of Mr. Frank White- 
head of Kahoka; Dr. George Laughlin 1000 
Hills Farm near Kirksville and Mr. J. C. 
Penney’s efficient establishment at Hamil- 
ton. My pilot kept banging away with his 
aerial camera but the “ceiling” was so low 
that perfect pictures were out of the ques- 
tion. At times fog blotted out sight of the 
earth. 

During a brief stop at Chillicothe we had 
the privilege of interviewing Mr. Ira G 
Hedrick, a prominent banker who has been 
a commercial Aberdeen-Angus producer for 
some forty years. He is a most enthusiastic 
booster of the Blacks. 

Mr. Hedrick’s land embraces 3,000 acres 
chiefly of “overflow land” along the Grand 
River with some high land. He also owns 
an interest in 720 acres nearby which also 
is stocked with commercial Aberdeen-Angus. 
These herds average a total of from 700 to 
1,000 animals. 

The Hedrick plan is to buy only bulls, 
raising his own replacements. He feeds out 
his steers and sometimes sells a few heifers. 
Non-breeders soon find themselves in the 
stockyards. He sells most of his steers dir- 
ect to the market but occasionally consigns 
a few to nearby sales. 


The Hedrick family is hardy. The banker, 
acting as his own manager, goes to his farm 
daily to make an inspection, after which he 
puts in a full day at his bank—winter and 
summer. His father lived to be 92 years old. 

“The commercial cattle business in this 
country, when Aberdeen-Angus are involv- 
ed, is the safest cattle business of all,” Mr. 
Hedrick declared. “There is no doubt at 
all but that the Blacks live longer and pro- 
duce longer than any other breed.

2. Get a strictly A-1 bull—not a show 
animal but a proved sire.

5. CARE FOR THEM. GIVE THEM 
PLENTY OF FOOD AND WATER. 


6. Stick to it and you'll succeed. 


“T am not alone in my enthusiasm for the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed in this section of the 
Mid-west. My friend, Mr. J. C. Penney, of 
Hamilton, went into breeding the Blacks 
only after he had made an exhaustive test. 
He raised another breed at first. Then he 
got some Blacks and grew them under 
exactly the same circumstances as_ the 
others. The result was that he gave up the 
other breed and from then on concentrated 
on improving his Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
He has done a fine job, too. 


“My herds roam all winter and thrive 
nicely although our winters become mighty 
cold at times. It is no novelty for our cows 
to calve in deep snow yet the mortality is 
practically nil. They are the hardiest of 
all breeds. 


“While much of my place is along the 
river, I raise more than 100 bushels of corn 
to the acre on the hill sections. In the bot- 
toms a native grass grows profusely. It is 
known as ‘wild hay’ and is well liked by 
my herds, particularly when the growth is 
young. It contains an adequate amount of 
protein and mineral matter for they are 
always in good condition. 


“We have considerable of this ‘overflow 
land’ in Missouri and it presents a genuine 
opportunity for a young man who is looking 
for a site upon which to enter the commer- 
cial beef business. Take a young man, give 
him ten Aberdeen-Angus heifers and a bull 
on a piece of this land and he will go far. 


“I change bulls among my herds about 
every two weeks. The result is that my 
calf crop averages between 90 and 95 per- 
cent.

title of this story is a statement that 

seems best to sum up the accomplish- 
ments of the Ralph L. Smith herd, a herd 
started since April 3, 1941, and that has 
swiftly developed into the greatest herd of 
registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle ever as- 
sembled by one man in the history of our 
breed. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ralph L. Smith, long resi- 
dents of Kansas City, Missouri, ten years 
ago became interested in diversifying their 
investments and started by purchasing 
farm real estate near Kansas City. In 1937 
they became interested in farm lands lo- 
cated in Livingston and Chariton Counties 
near Chillicothe, Missouri. Mr. Smith was 
interested in the production of pure bred 
live stock and his first venture was in heavy 
horses, then in Jersey cattle, then Duroc Jer- 
sey hogs. Having established these breeds 
and having shown them in the major shows 
of America with great success, he decided 
that his operations needed beef cattle. His 
choice was Aberdeen-Angus. 

On April 3, 1941, Mr. Smith attended the 
Lonjac Dispersion Sale, his attempts to con- 
tact his farm manager were unsuccessful 
and he arrived at the sale after it had been 
in progress for some time. As a_ total 
stranger to the Aberdeen-Angus fraternity 
he purchased a total of thirty-four head of 
cattle which were the foundation of his 
present herd. In this first. selection were 
daughters and granddaughters of the great 
bulls used to build the Lonjac herd, and one 
bull, General 48th of Lonjac, son of the 
champion, General 6th of Page, out of the 
great show cow, Key Progress S. 

Since Mr. Smith had been a buyer of tops 
in his horses, dairy cattle and hogs, he de- 
cided that this foundation herd was ready 
for additional cattle of the best that could 
be purchased. He attended the 1941 spring 
sale of Tudor and Brown, Rose Hill, Iowa, 
and purchased two head, one was Miss Bur- 
gess 15th, a Maid of Bummers, which later 
proved to be one of the greatest cows in 
this fine herd. Two days later he sent his 
manager, Mr. George Cooper, to Tolan’s 
sale to buy a female he had not seen but 
that he had been told by reliable authorities 
to be one of the greatest the breed had ever 
produced. This great female, Evermere T., 
was purchased at $6,700.00, the top on fe- 
males for several years.

The story of a man’s ambition to own a 
grand group of cattle and develop them on 
“America’s Show Place”, The Ralph L.

Evermere T. was left at. Tolans and was 
shown three times in 1941, and she was 
three times the undefeated Grand Cham- 
pion, at the Illinois State Fair, at the 
American Royal and at the International. 
During the show season she was mated to 
Eileenmere 487th, and to this service was 
born the first calf sired by the bull that 
later sold to Penney and James, Hamilton, 
Missouri, for $30,000.00. During the period 
of her first production Mr. Smith refused 
an offer of $10,000.00 for this great cow. 
Her production record on the farm today is 
three heifers, the one by Eileenmere 487th, 
one by Blendmere of Woodlawn and one by 
Prince Eric of Sunbeam. Her present calf 
is pronounced by experts to be one of the 
greatest they have ever seen. 

In the June 1941 issue of the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal in the sale report of the 
Tolan sale was this statement, “Few better 
females are ever bred and few are ever 
offered for sale or at private treaty. Ever- 
mere T. might become the foundation cow 
for a great strain of cattle and properly 
mated, she should.” 


Mr. Smith attended the International Sale 
held in December, 1941, and purchased the 
top bull of that sale, Blendmere of Wood- 
lawn, he being a bull that had been shown 
so successfully in 1940 and 1941 by Wood- 
lawn Farms, of Creston, Illinois. The merits 
of this purchase are very evident on the 
farm today where he sired a great set of 
outstanding calves. The first. of them were 
shown at the Missouri State Fair, where he 
sired the first prize get of sire; first prize 
summer heifer; third prize summer bull; 
second prize pair of calves and the grand 
champion steer. At the 1945 Southwestern 
Regional Sale at Tulsa, Oklahoma, he sired 
the grand champion bull and one of the top 
selling females. 

Following the purchase of Blendmere of 
Woodlawn, Mr. Smith purchased many top 
females from the best herds, mostly 
through public auction. His willingness to 
own nothing but the best was reflected 
throughout these sales. 

In February, 1944, he learned that there 
had been a great calf, Prince Eric of Sun- 
beam, who was made grand champion at 
Denver, Colorado, in January and at Hous- 
ton, Texas, in February. He became inter- 
ested as it was the opinion of the owner 
and manager that this great herd was ready 


for the best bull that could be purchased, 
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As a strong buyer of the best, he sent his 
manager to Sunbeam Farms, the breeder of 
this champion calf, to inspect the sire the 
grandsire, the dam, and the grandam of this 
much-talked-of bull. Having arrived at the 
conclusion that this great bull was no acci- 
dent but. was a production from great herit- 
age, backed by the best blood lines of the 
breed, he journeyed to Chicago to attempt 
to purchase this bull which he did success. 
fully for the price of $40,000.00. This great 
bull was grand champion at this 1944 Na-

a superior bullock Walter Biggar of 

Dalbeattie, Scotland, has made a name 
for himself in American fat cattle competi- 
tion untouched by any other judge on eith- 
er side of the Atlantic. For on twelve occa- 
sions the quiet and unassuming Scot has been 
called upon to judge the world’s greatest 
steer show—the Chicago International. Each 
time he has done a superb job and has won a 
warm place in the hearts of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders. Not that Mr. Biggar is an Aber- 
deen-Angus partisan; his personal prefer- 
ence at The Grange, Castle Douglas, runs to 
another beef breed. But this has not prevent- 
ed him in placing his International grand 
champions as he saw them. The result has 
been that 75 per cent of the 
purples have gone to the su- 
perb Doddie steers that have 
passed before him. 

Because of the unsurpassed 
record he has made as a judge 
of the best that American 
breeders and feeders have pro- 
duced it is altogether fitting 
that Walter Biggar should be 
honored by an oil portrait 
which is now in the process of 
preparation. Hanging of this 
portrait in the world famous 
gallery of the Saddle and Sir- 
loin club in Chicago will be one 
of the high-lights of the week 
of the 1945 Chicago Market 
Fat Stock Show. Thus Walter 
Biggar will join the ranks of 
the other great men of the 
livestock industry who have 
been honored by the Saddle 
and Sirloin club. 

As mentioned previously 
Walter Biggar is not an Aber- 
deen-Angus partisan. On his own acres he 
formerly bred Galloways, later shifting to 
Shorthorns. But it has been his experience as 
a feeder of top quality steers, and as a breed- 
er and feeder of lambs, that he became an 
expert in appraising meat on the hoof. In 
his own steer feeding work he has favored 
the Galloway-Shorthorn cross, and in sheep 
has specialized in crossbreeding involving 
the use of Cheviot rams on blackface ewes. 

In addition to his personal experience in 
the feedlot Walter Biggar comes by his 
judicial temperament honestly. His father 
before him, James Biggar, was an official 
in many Scotch shows, and was selected to 
judge the International of 1902. Walter Big- 
gar himself has officiated in shows of his 
native land, judged at Toronto, and, in 1920, 
made his first appearance before an Inter- 
national audience. His choice was only 
after very careful consideration by the 
judging committee of that time made up of 
the late John Clay, A. G. Leonard and Al- 
vin Sanders. The impression he made at 
the time of his first appearance carried ov- 
er into later years. He was invited back to 
Chicago in 1924 and in 1927 started a series 
of ten consecutive years at the International 
fat cattle judge. When one considers the 
fact that in the more than 40 years of In- 
ternational competition no other judge has 
officiated more than twice in succession, or 
more than two times altogether, it becomes 
apparent that “the man from Dalbeattie” 
falls in a very special class.

steers, or crossbreds, have won nine purples. 
In 1920 his selection was Black Ruler, shown 
by Purdue; in 1924 he selected a Hereford; 
in 1927 it was California Stamp, an Angus- 
Shorthorn, in 1928 it was another Hereford. 
Then in 1929 came the famous Lucky Strike, 
shown by Elliott Brown, of Rose Hill, Iowa, 
whose victory and record selling price sig- 
naled the founding of the present El-Jon 
herd; in 1930 the Biggar-named champion 
was Jimmy, shown by J. F. McKenny, of 
King City, Mo. Following in 1931 was the 
great Briarcliff Thickset of Briarcliff 
Farms, Pine Plains, N. Y., then in 1932 an- 
other whiteface, only to be followed in 1933 
by the well remembered Briarcliff Model. 
In 1934 it was Campus Idol of Iowa State 
college; in 1935 the thick, 
stylish Pat’s Blue Ribbon of 
Cleo Yoder, of Wellman, Iowa; 
and in 1936 Mr. Biggar’s 
choice was G. Page, that great 
steer of Oklahoma A. & M. 
college. Truly a great and 
representative sample of the 
best of American Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding and feeding, 
selected by a man who knows 
the looks, and feel, of a grand 
champion as do few other men. 

A keen live stock man and 
reporter, watching Mr. Biggar 
work in one of the Internation- 
al shows, remarked that he de- 
mands “compactness, depth 
and width of body, straight 
lines, smooth shoulders and 
hips, a level tail head, full and 
deep quarters, with good legs 
set under all four corners.” 
This reporter mentions espec- 
ially Mr. Biggar’s quest for 
smoothness and evenness of 
fleshing in his champions, and his sharp 
discrimination against rolls or bunches of 
fat, or gobbiness. In other words, what Mr. 
Biggar looks for is what the Black breed 
is most noted for—smoothness, deep flesh- 
ing; compactness; width and depth of body; 
straight lines; good rumps; good quarters 
and good legs under the corners. 


Because Mr. Biggar, as no other man in 
Scotland, knows the “American type” in 
smooth, good doing, quick maturing cattle 
it is only logical that his present advisory 
capacity should result. It was in 1939 that 
Frank Harding, on his last buying trip 
abroad, remarked to an official of British 
Livestock Exports, that if a man of Walter 
Biggar’s caliber and knowledge were avail- 
able to select cattle for American breeders 
it would not be necessary for Americans 
to take the long trip to personally perform 
the job. In addition Mr. Biggar had an ad- 
vantage, as a Scot, of knowing the good 
producing herds, their history, and their 
winnings. As a result Walter Biggar was 
added to the staff of the British exporting 
agency, along with his son, another James 
Biggar. 


Thus the man who has been responsible 
for personally selecting the bulk of Aber- 
deen-Angus importations of recent years, 
through his work with American breeders 
and feeders as an International judge as a 
background, will be honored by this nation’s 
live stock industry in December. A modest 
man, of modest ways, the canny Scot thor- 
oughly deserves that high honor.

Just before the peace treaty was si 
(World War 1), President Peas 
France, gave a dinner to Messrs. Clemen- 
ceau, Lloyd-George, Sonio and Wilson, The 
French president arose when the roast was 
brought in and paid a great tribute to 
American raisers of beef who had grown 
Fyvie Knight 2d, Grand Champion steer of 
the 1918 International from whose carcass 
the roast was cut. 


Severe losses of cattle have been sustain. 
ed by ranchmen in Wyoming and Montana 
as a result of a series of terrific storms 
which have swept those states recently.

Calves in Lot 1 were fed alfalfa-clover 
hay with light brome grass and timothy 
mixture, and enough corn to gain about one 
pound per day. 

Calves in Lot 2 received hay with suffic- 
ient corn to produce gains of one and one- 
half pounds daily or more. 

Those in Lot 3 received a full feed of corn 
silage, plus all the hay they wished, plus 
soybean oilmeal for protein, plus enough 
corn to produce gains equal to those in Lot 


Those in Lot 4 were given a full feed of 
hay and enough corn silage to produce sim- 
ilar gains to those in Lot 1. 

The corn silage was of good quality, me- 
dium in ears and harvested when denting. 
The hay fed during the early period was ex- 
cellent quality, mostly red clover with al- 
falfa, while the remainder was alfalfa with 
brome and timothy and had been field baled 
in 1942.

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The weights, gains, daily rations, feeds 
and feed costs for gain are indicated in 
Table 1. Final weights were taken soon 
after noon and water was shut off in the 
— so that they were not especially 
ull. 

Calves in Lot 4 were slightly thinner in 
flesh than those in Lot 1, while the calves 
in the other two lots were considerably fat- 
ter and approximately 100 pounds heavier. 
Those in Lot 3 were slightly fatter than 
those in Lot 2, and they had larger middles. 

Calves in Lot 2 ate 5 pounds of corn daily 
during the first 85 days and 8 pounds dur- 
ing the last 42 days. Those in Lot 3 ate 3 
pounds during the last 42 days, but received 
no corn the first 85 days. Those in Lot 1 
were fed the same amount of corn contin- 
uously. 

Cheapest gains were made by the heav- 
iest and fattest steers in Lot 3, fed the 
heavy silage ration, with the protein sup- 
plement and with limited corn toward 
spring. Their gains were much cheaper 
than the other fast gaining calves in Lot 2. 

Cost for gains in Lot 4 was slightly 
cheaper than in Lot 2, but the calves were 
about 100 pounds lighter and much thinner 
in condition. Those in Lot 1 were slightly 
heavier and fatter than Lot 4 calves, but 
their cost was much the highest of all. Rate 
of gain is not so much a factor unless eith- 
er cost of gain or finish, with consequent 
sale value, or both, is affected. 

Performance of these different kinds of 
steers on pasture, with and without grain, 
will determine further the values of these 
wintering rations. However it seems clear 
from these data, as well as in other exper- 
iments conducted at this and other stations, 
that corn silage is a very valuable feed for 
steers. With feed prices at prevailing lev- 
els in Michigan, it is certainly advisable to 
store as much silage as possible if cattle 
feeding is contemplated during the 1945-46 
season. 


Aberdeen-Angus Live Longest 
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What American Colleges

The Iowa State College purchased two 

registered Aberdeen-Angus cows from 
Archie Reed & Sons, of Cresco, Iowa. Those 
two cows, Lily Leaf 10984 and Daisy 5th 
10983, formed the beginning of the present 
fine herd of fifty-five females. 

The Blacks have always been popular at 
Iowa State. While the herd is at present 
a little larger than that of the other popu- 
lar breeds, the others are by no means neg- 
lected. 

Maybe it’s because the Blacks have 
been kind to the college. Iowa State 
has won its share of honors at the In- 
ternational—about the only show in 
which it has exhibited—and many of 
those winnings have been with Aber- 
deen-Angus. 


Maybe it’s because Herdsman George Ed- 
wards, while he won’t admit it for a minute, 
is just a plain natural when it comes to 
Black cattle. 

Perhaps the greatest contribution that 
Iowa State is making to the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed is the training that is being giv- 
en to the men who will be the keystone of 
tomorrow’s live stock industry—the young 
men who will be the breeders, herdsmen and 
feeders. 

When a young man enrolls in agriculture 
at Iowa State, whether it be for a full four 
years of training or a two-quarter herds- 
men’s course, he learns Aberdeen-Angus 
type by working with top-notch, true-to- 
type individuals. 

During the past 50 years, Iowa State has 
trained thousands of men who have made 
or are making Aberdeen-Angus history. 

Every year hundreds of 4-H boys and vo- 
cational agricultural students visit Iowa 
State College, where they are given special 
instruction in live stock judging. Members 
of the animal husbandry department con- 
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Bite in 1890, more than 55 years ago,

Farmers, too, are given an 
opportunity to study breed types and learn 
some of the fine points of judging during 
Farm and Home Week and other short 
courses staged throughout the year. 

Incidentally, that herdsmen’s course is a 
mighty fine one for the G. I. who intends to 
zo into the cattle business. Even if he had 
been associated with cattle before he put 
in two or four years with his Uncle Sam, the 
course will help him get his feet on the 
ground once more and develop that ”Eye of 
the master.” This winter a considerable 
number of these servicemen will be attend- 
ing college and doing just that very thing. 

The present herd at Iowa State, consist- 
ing of the fifty-five females mentioned plus 
twenty-six yearling heifers and calves is 
all of our own breeding. No females have 
been added to the herd for nearly twenty 
vears. Today the cows and heifers are all 
female line descendants of nine foundation 
cows, acquired between 1910 and 1926. 

Iowa State has not exhibited breeding 
Aberdeen-Angus, but has been at the Chi- 
cago International every year since 1900. 
And that year, you’ll remember was the 
first that the International, as we know it 
today, was held. No show was held in 1914 
because of foot and mouth disease, and that 
was the only year that Iowa State has miss- 
ed taking steers to Chicago. We have con- 
tinued during the war years to exhibit at 
the Chicago market stock show. 

During that time, Iowa State has shown 
six grand champion steers with one reserve 
grand champion thrown in for good meas- 
ure. Every one was an Aberdeen-Angus. 
All of these steers were fed and fitted at 
the college. 

There was Shamrock, the grand champion 


back in 1902; Blackrock in 1905; Shamrock 
II in 1910 and Victor in 1911. In later years, 
Mah-Jongg was the top steer in 1925, 

In 1934, Iowa State had a clean sweep 
when Campus Idol won the grand champion. 
ship and Kiron made it a grand slam by 
carrying off the reserve championship hon- 
ors. The two champions, teamed with an- 
other college steer went on to win the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus steer herd competition and 
the Get-of-Sire contest for all breeds. 

The college is indeed proud of its rec- 
ord in the Aberdeen-Angus Steer Herd 
competition and in the Get-of-Sire con- 
tests. Ten times in the last twenty 
years, the college exhibited the cham- 
pion Aberdeen-Angus steer herd—a 
record unequalled by any other institu- 
tion or breeder. Six times in the last 
twenty years, Iowa State has won the 

Get-of-Sire contest for all breeds. AND 

ALL OF THOSE WINNINGS WERE

Adding it all up, since 1920 the Aberdeen: 
Angus winnings of the College at the Inter. 
national look something like this: Twenty. 
eight firsts, twenty-nine seconds, seventeen 
thirds and nineteen fourths.

Just to make the record look a little bet 
ter, the Champion Aberdeen-Angus steer at 
the National Western Stock Show at Denver 
in 1939 and again in 1940 were bred by 
Iowa State College. The champion Aber 
deen-Angus steer at the Fort Worth Stock 
Show in 1944 was bred at Iowa State Cob 
lege.

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an article for the Journal on any sub- 

ject I chose, he knew he wasn’t tak- 
ing any chance on what the subject would 
be. All of our friends know that our favor- 
ite topic of conversation is, in general, Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle and more specifically 
our Aberdeen-Angus cattle. How great was 
the chance he took in asking me to write 
this article only time can tell. 


I’ve been going back through our books to 
get the material for the article I thought I 
wanted to write and I find each entry brings 
back a flood of memories. I’ve had such a 
happy afternoon remembering the high 
lights and the low lights of the past four 
year, that I’ve decided to forget the story I 
planned to write and to just jot down some 
of these events that are etched so clearly in 
my memory. 

First, there is the entry in 1938 that re- 
minds me a 4-H boy started us in the An- 
gus business. Way back in the fall of 1938 
our nephews, the Gard Brothers, John, 
Gene, Don and Ray, of Beaver Crossing, Ne- 
braska, came to Walnut looking for 4-H 
club calves. John, Don and Ray were not 
so particular at that time about which breed 
they bought, but Gene wanted Aberdeen- 
Angus club calves and he refused to settle 
for any other breed. The men drove through 
this part of the country for two days but 
could not find anything to suit Gene, and 
he went home about as disappointed a boy 
as I ever want to see. Now, these Gard 
boys are pretty important to us, so it was 
not too much of a surprise when Peter came 
in the house and said, “If we can’t buy An- 
gus calves for the boys we’ll have to raise 
them.” 

The next entry brings to mind Peter’s trip 
to Missouri with the four boys. Through 
our friend Mr. Harvey C. McClary of Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa, we learned of a purebred An- 
gus herd down in Missouri that was going 
to be sold. When Peter and the boys got 
home, Mom and Aunt Catharine rushed out 
to learn what luck they’d had, and how 
those Gard boys beamed with pride telling 
us they were the new owners of 13 cows 
(and 9 cows had calves at foot) from the 
old Phillips “66” herd at Brush, Colorado. 

On Pearl Harbor Sunday, December 7, 
1941, the boys and Peter were in Minnesota 
buying more Angus. That was the day the 
Gard Brothers bought the bull calf, Bell Boy 
Ensign G. 650793, which they sold in the 
Nebraska State Sale on March 23, 1943 for 
a record price of $1325. The bull going to 
P. G. Burress & Son of Gordon, Nebraska. 
That was also the day we bought the bull 
calf, Glencarnock Bell Boy 650796, a big 
well-grown calf that we promptly and in- 
appropriately nick-named Pee-Wee. Pee- 
Wee was my friend; he liked me, and I 
thought he was the finest bull in the world. 
And it was indeed a sad day for me when 
Peter consigned Pee-Wee to the Interstate 
Sale at Sioux City, which was held on 
March 15, 1943. In the Show Pee-Wee won 
his class, and the other bull class was won 
by our Bessie’s Black Bardolier 681557, 
which we affectionately called Felix. 

Pee-Wee and Felix had to show against 
each other and I was torn asunder. Felix 
was an exceptionally good calf and sired by 
Bessie’s Bardolier of Ada 571128, the bull 
we hoped to buy as our herd sire. I simply 
couldn’t decide which bull I hoped would be 
made Grand Champion. The late Bob Brown 
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was judging the show and after careful con- 
sideration he made Felix the Grand Cham- 
pion Bull. My Pee-Wee was Reserve Cham- 
pion. Then came the agony of the sale and 
I can remember offering a little prayer, 
“Dear Lord, I don’t care what they bring 
if you’ll only see that Pee-Wee and Felix 
fall into good hands.” And they did, Fe- 
lix was sold to Mr. Chris Putman of Kings- 
ley, Iowa, and Pee-Wee was sold to Mr. 
Wilbur Andresen of Alvord, Iowa. This 
was our first sale and I learned a lesson, 
never since have I allowed myself to grow 
so attached to animals that I know are go- 
ing to be for sale. 

It was right after this Sioux City sale 
that we again went to the National Stock 
Farm at Borup, Minnesota, and this time 
we purchased 5 foundation cows: A Bar- 
bara cow sired by Benbow J. whose grand- 
daughter was already in our herd. A Black- 
bird cow sired by Earl Eric of Page whose 
daughter was also in our herd. A Queen 
Mother sired by Earl Eric of Page. This 
cow was accidentally shot by hunters while 
she was out in the pasture in May of 1944. 
An Ada Miss Wix sired by Earl Eric of 
Page, she is the Mother of my .Pee-Wee. 
The fifth cow was another Queen Mother 
by Juana’s General of Ada. 

In October of 1942 the National Stock 
Farm held a dispersion sale. The day of the 
sale was a beautiful fall day, warm and 
sunshiny, and it was on this day that we 
made the biggest mistake of our Angus life. 
We bought the 5 top selling cows in the 
sale and we should have taken the entire 
offering. All 5 cows were sired by Earl 
Eric of Page; one of them was the dam of 
the Gard Brothers $1325 bull sold at the 
Nebraska State Sale. 

It was right at this time that we started 
trying to buy Bessie. It took five months to 
persuade Mr. McClary to sell his young 
bull, but in February of 1943 we made the 
deal, and Bessie’s Bardolier of Ada 571128 
became the property of Gard Brothers and 
P. K. Pratt. Bessie is a Blackcap Bessie by 
Black Bardolier 2d and out of Blackcap 
Bessie 7th of Page. And if any of you doubt 
that we have a real breeding bull, just drop 
around some day and we’ll show you his 
calves. We think a lot of Bessie around 
here. 

We made four trips to Minnesota in 1948, 
three of them to Austin, and each time we 
‘added two or three foundation cows to our 
herd. The National Stock Farm had sold 
a number of their cows to go into a herd 
at Austin and these were the cows we want- 
ed. But the new owner didn’t want to sell, 
and Peter really had to work to get the job 
done. Peter simply refused to give up, and 
by October of ’483 we owned the 8 National 
Stock Farm cows that we wanted in our 
herd; 7 were sired by Earl Eric of Page and 
1 by National Marshall. I suppose the most 
valuable cows we have in the herd are the 
two belonging to the Zara family. We have 
sold the last three daughters of National 
Beauty 2d 505792 for an average of 
$1216.66 each. 

In 1944 we added 3 cows to the herd. An 
Elba Erica by Pandor of Glencarnock, and 
Eisa Trojan Erica by Barbaro of Page, and 
a Blackeap by Burgess 4th of Page. Last 
June we went to the Hartley Stock Farm 
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dispersion sale. We are ve

Yesterday, Don Ray, a very good fri 
of ours said to me, “Catharine, whet ie’ 
about this Angus business that makes you 
enjoy it so much?” I thought a minute and 
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answered, “Oh, I don’t know, I just like 
everything about it, the thrill when you get 
something bought that you wanted very 
badly or when you make a good sale, the 
trips and visiting other herds, the good 
times, and yes, even the work connected 
with raising purebred cattle.” Don said, 
“You have forgotten the most important 
thing of all. IT’ll tell you why you enjoy 
the Angus so much—it is the host of new 
friends you have made.” And Don was 
right. 

One of our very nicest memories is of 
that day in September 1943, when Carl Old- 
sen drove into the yard, introduced himself 
to me and said he would like to have me 
meet Mr. and Mrs. Ed. Biaggini of San Jer- 
onimo Ranch, Cayucos, California. Carl ex- 
plained they were going down town to eat, 
and then, if it would be convenient, the

1, A good, early maturing individual of 
the correct type. — 

9 A good pedigree. : 

3 A good sire (not often possible). 

1. Most commercial breeders know the 

e of animal the markets demand— 
ghether it is a feeder or a_ slaughter 
market. They should look for and try and 
gcure a deep bodied, thick, early maturing 
individual possessing quality. The term 
sarly maturity means that an animal should 
show enough size and development for his 
age and should be capable of being finished 
for the market at an early age. To my mind 
size has something to do with the correct 
type of beef animals. 

The air is full of talk about the correct 
size of beef cattle these days and I am cer- 
tain all who express themselves cannot be 
correct. Some seem to want great size, 
some the medium size, and a few think the 
tidy small ones are satisfactory. If com- 
mercial breeders will take the middle of the 
oad on this point and stick to medium siz- 
ed cows and bulls, they are likely to be 
about 100 percent correct. Size is a herit- 
able character and in my travels among 
purebred herds I have always found a larg- 
er percentage of good cattle in the herds 
where the cows and bulls would be classed 
as medium sized. 

What is medium sized cattle? My ideas 
may be all wrong when compared to the 
ideas of others. A mature bull in good flesh 
(not show fat), weighing 1800 pounds, and 
amature cow in good flesh, weighing 1200 
pounds, is what I call medium sized cattle. 
If they are much larger, coarseness, lack of 
quality, and slowness of maturity seems to 
be more prevalent. The extremely refined 
kind, on the other hand, do not possess 
the frame or capacity to handle grass and 
roughages to produce the kind of calves de- 
sired at weaning age, and are, therefore, 
not the economical size of cattle for com- 
mercial use. For those who believe that the 
large cattle, (cows at maturity weighing 
1450 pounds and bulls weighing 2000 pounds 
or more), produce 100 pounds of beef cheap- 
er than the medium sized cattle, I might 
say that I have seen no data to prove this 
idea. The same feed required to maintain 
six of the larger cows will maintain seven 
of the medium size cows. 

The rate of gain, the economy of gain, 
and early maturity is far more important 
than size, It is a pity we do not have more 
information on the rate and the economy of 
fain of beef cattle so that bull selections 
might be made from strains or families 
showing superior qualities along these lines.

breeders have not made much headway 
along these lines. It is my belief that cattle 
possessing the necessary genetic qualities to 
produce the kind of market animals we 
want, and to do this “job” at a good rate of 
gain, do it economically and in a short space 
of time (early maturity), is more likely to 
be found in the medium sized cattle than in 
either of the extremes. 


2. The pedigree of bulls to be used in 
commercial herds, if pedigrees mean any- 
thing, and I am still a believer in certain 
pedigrees, are almost as important as a 
pedigree is to a good 
purebred breeder. Com- 
mercial breeders in the 
Eastern States, as a rule, 
do not give pedigrees 
enough attention in the 
selection of bulls. Inso- 
far as possible, all un- 
tried bulls should have 
good producing ancestors 
—especially in the first 
two or three generations 
of their nedigree. It is 
not always possible to 
determine by individual- 
ity and pedigree as to 
the type and quality of 
the offspring of an un- 
tried sire, but on the av- | 
erage, the individual | 
whose ancestors are uni- | 
formly good in the first 
three generations of a 
pedigree has a much 
greater chance of siring 
good uniform calves than 
an individual whose ped- 
igree is a mixture of 
good and inferior ani- 
mals. A bull’s offspring 
is only a cross-section of the characteristics 
of his ancestors. 


There is one more point of great import- 
ance in connection with a pedigree which 
requires a few questions or knowledge on 
the part of the prospective purchaser. What 
are the chances that the bull in question 
will sire heifer calves which can be depend- 
ed upon to develop into cows which give 
enough milk to grow and develop a good, 
thrifty calf at weaning time? If a bull sires 
the type of calves we are looking for, most 
commercial breeders will retain some of his 
heifers for replacements. It is absolutely 
essential that commercial cows be able to 
raise good calves or they should be culled. 
Be certain that the dam of the bull you 
purchase, and if possible the grandams, 
were cows giving enough milk to develop a 
good calf. If this practice is scrupulously 
followed for a few generations in the selec- 
tion of bulls, replacement heifers retained 
from good producing dams, and culling done 
when necessary, you can have a real herd of 
cows from this standpoint. Purebred breed- 
ers have not given milk production enough 
consideration in the past. Commercial breed- 
ers depend upon purebred breeders for their 
seed stock and they should give more at- 
tention to breeding into their purebred 
herds more of the qualities which will bene- 
fit commercial breeders. During the past 
few years, I have visited many of the bet- 
ter purebred herds of beef cattle in the 
Eastern States, and how often have I heard 
the owner or the manager apologize for the 
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condition of certain calves following nice 
looking big fat cows. Their apology always 
was that these cows gave very little milk 
but their calves would grow out as soon as 
they were placed on nurse cows. Commerc- 
ial breeders are not interested in nurse cows 
and if the purebred breeders had given 
strict attention to the inheritance for the 
production of a reasonable amount of milk 
by beef cows during the last twenty-five to 
thirty years, they would not have as many 
apologies to make today. If the use of 
nurse cows could be eliminated from pure- 
bred beef herds, it would bring about a 
rapid improvement for a very valuable com- 
mercial character. 

3. It is not often possible for commercial 
breeders to purchase 
proven sires, but there 
are such bulls going to 
the block each year and 
commercial breeders 
should keep their eyes 
open for such bulls when 
they are available. 

In closing, I want to 
say to the commercial 
breeders of the Eastern 
states that it is my opin- 
ion that their future 
breeding operations 
should be based upon the 
use of medium sized cat- 
tle, possessing a good 
beefy body conformation, 
early in maturity, and 
the cows producing suf- 
ficient milk to develop 
good calves at weaning 
time. Give more and 
more attention in the se- 
lection of purebred bulls 
and, if necessary, pay a 
little more for a better 
bull. Too many com- 
mercial breeders hesitate 
on paying the price to 
secure the bull which in the end, will be 
more profitable to them. 


Blacks Score 
at Baltimore

The Aberdeen-Angus breed can be proud 
of the record hung up at the 1945 Baltimore 
Live Stock Show. - When the final ribbon 
was tied by Judge A. D. Weber, of Kansas 
State College, the picture was very Black. 


Grand championship carload honors were 
annexed by Wilmae Farms, Monkton, Md., 
with a truly worthy load of quality Aber- 
deen-Angus steers. They were extremely 
well fitted and proved popular champions. 
This carload was all sired by one bull out of 
the Wilmae herd of 50 cows. These cows 
dropped 23 bull calves in the spring of 1944 
and the resulting steers were all fed for the 
Baltimore carload show. The boys had con- 
siderable trouble deciding which steers to 
cut out when they assembled the final load 
at the yards—so uniform and evenly finish- 
ed were the 23 Blacks. 

Second honors in the carlot division went 
to another tidy load of Aberdeen-Angus fed 
by Fred A. Kaiser of Ellicott City, Md. This 
load had previously won in the lightweight 
division.

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The Importance of Trimming Feet i 


HE importance of properly trimming 

beef animals’ hoofs sometimes is over- 

looked. The result is ill-shaped and 
unevenly-worn hoofs which affect the pos- 
ture, walk, and appearance of the animal. 
In extreme cases the animal may become al- 
most completely inactive. 

Too often it is the head bull that is neg- 
lected. When we realize that the activity 
of the bull may be affected by lack of at- 
tention to his feet, and that he may even 
become a non-breeder, we can readily see 
why regular care is important. 

Show and sale cattle also need foot care. 
Leading a beast into the show or sale ring 
without first having trimmed the feet prop- 
erly is a very poor practice. The animal 
which must stand in an unnatural position 
because of long toes, or which feels pain 
when it walks, is almost certain to twist its 
body into an unnatural position. Then the 
show judge gets an impression of the ani- 
mal’s conformation that is far from the 
actual fact. 

Speaking generally, it is seldom neces- 
sary to trim the feet of animals which have 
access to pasture during most of the year. 
Their feet usually are kept worn down by 
constant contact with hard ground or stone. 
It is the stall-fed beast, or the one having 
access to only a limited pasture area, which 
usually needs attention. However, some 
animals which are on pasture most of the 
time will occasionally need attention to their 
feet, and should get it. 

Once in a while it will be necessary to 
trim the hoofs of individuals in the cow 
herd, especially in areas where the animals 
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are stalled or kept in barn lots during the 
winter months. Before turning out to 
pasture in the spring, the feet of each cow 
should be examined to determine whether 
they need trimming. 

Proper trimming of the hoof can best be 
done with aid of a cattle stocks. An animal 
may be thrown to the ground and restrain- 
ed with ropes, but this method is not nearly 
as satisfactory. The cattle stocks restrain 
an animal in the proper position without 
danger to either the animal or the man do- 
ing the trimming. 

Some of the features of a hoof trimming 
stocks may be included in a regular work- 
ing chute, but the more common practice 
is to build them as a separate unit. Build- 
ing a stocks separately, however, limits its 
use to cattle which can be easily handled. 

Equipment for hoof trimming, in addition 
to the stocks, includes two eight- to ten- 
foot lengths of rope for securing the foot 
to the sills of the stocks, a hoof nippers, a 
hoof rasp, and a 14-inch wood chisel. 

There is a right and a wrong way to act- 
ually trim the hoof. A method sometimes 
used is to stand the animal on a hard sur- 
face, then, using a hoof nippers or wood 
chisel, simply cut the toe of the foot back 
to its normal length. Trimming feet this 
way is a serious mistake, for it does not 
relieve the strain on the pastern joint or 
the entire leg. Animals whose feet have

 « « Holds First Type Conference

HE STATE COLLEGE at Pullman, 

Washington, was host on October 3 to 

a large group of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders, representing the Inland Empire 
Aberdeen-Angus Association. This organi- 
zation consists of a membership of breeders 
from the states of Washington, Oregon, Ida- 
ho and Montana. 


The meeting opened with a demonstration 
on careass grading. The crowd placed four 
hindquarters of beef and entered into a dis- 
cussion after the class was placed by W. O. 
Davis, Federal grader, and Herb Merman of 
Armour & Co., both from Spokane, Wash- 
ington. 


The new Aberdeen-Angus herd sire, 
owned by Washington State College, was 
then led into the arena by Duncan Breit- 
haupt, beef cattle herdsman, and was pre- 
sented in a type demonstration by Laurence 
Mellergaard, Aberdeen-Angus breeder at 
Ellensburg. Washington, and Al Severson, 
Field Representative for the American Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Association. The audience 
freely took part in the discussion and much 
interest was exhibited. 


This new herd sire for the Washington 
State College is a May yearling purchased 
from J. Garrett Tolan at Pleasant Plains, 
Illinois. He is an Enchantress Trojan Erica 
and sired by Eileenmere 487th, he by Ei- 
leenmere 85th, a son of Eileenmere 32d. The 
latter bull appears twice on the sire’s side 
of the pedigree in the same generation. It 
will be recalled that the sire of this young 
bull Eileenmere 487th was the bull recently 
sold to J. C. Penney for $30,000. 


The dam of the college bull is Estelle M. 
2d, bred by W. J. Hanson. This cow is also 
the dam of Eileenmere 501st which was sold 
to Glen Urquart Farms for $15,000. 


Following the type conference, three 
classes of cattle were led into the arena by 
State College co-eds. The College of Agri- 
culture has nine girls enrolled this year 
who are doing major work in Animal Hus- 
bandry. The girls did a masterful job in 
showing the cattle.

ABERDEEN-ANGUS LIVE LONGEST! 
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Houston Installs New Ramps 
For Its Fat Cattle Exhibition 


Show and Live Stock Exposition, to be 

held in Sam Houston Coliseum in Hous- 
ton Feb. 1-10, are being developed in full 
swing, and reports from prospective ex- 
hibitors and other participants indicate that 
record-breaking exhibits and other attrac- 
tions will be shown and the attendance will 
surpass all previous records. 


J. W. Sartwelle, president, in predicting 
that new high marks would be reached, 
pointed to the lifting of wartime restric- 
tions and to the unprecendented cash prizes 
offered winners in the different depart- 
ments of the famed show. 


Cash prizes listed for the 1946 recipients 
of top honors aggregate $52,000, which ex- 
ceeds the 1945 figure by $6000. This huge 
amount will be awarded winners in live 
stock competition, rodeo contests and horse 
show rivalry. 


“The cash prizes to be sought by con- 
testants at the 1946 show, will, in our 
judgment, attract the greatest competition 
on record,” Mr. Sartwelle said. 


Increasing interest in the Calf Scramble, 
staged each year in the arena, prompted the 
management to arrange for 110 calves to 
be awarded, a gain of 40 compared with the 
number offered the Calf Scramble boys in 
1945. The calves will be Herefords and An- 
gus. Heretofore the sponsors have con- 
tributed approximately $65 each, with more 
citizens wishing to participate as sponsors 
than could be accommodated. So far the 
details for the 1946 Calf Scramble have not 
been completed, but the sponsoring amount 
is expected to be substantially the same as 
in previous years. In the 1945 Calf Scram- 
ble, with several different contests staged, 
70 fine blooded calves were caught by the 
boys. These animals are to be returned to 
the 1946 show as fat steers. 


On a recent inspection trip Herman En-

gel, manager of the Houston Fat Stock 
Show and Live Stock Exposition, found 
great enthusiasm among the 4-H boys and 
Future Farmers of America regarding the 
Calf Scramble and the showing of their fat 
steers. 

“The boys are doing a 100 per cent bet- 
ter job than they did in 1945, and competi- 
tion at the 1946 show will be keener than 
ever before,” Mr. Engel said. “County 
agents and agricultural teachers are coop- 
erating closely in this activity, through 
which youths are encouraged to become in- 
terested in live stock production, especially 
in the application of the most improved 
methods of caring for their stock.” 

Since the 1945 show arrangements were 
made for 40,000 additional square feet in 
the live stock annex. Contract for the con- 
struction has been let to the Knutson Con- 


struction Company for approximately 
$300,000. The additional space when pro- 
vided will accommodate twice as much 


breeding stock as can now be accommodat- 
ed. The addition will probably not be ready 
for use at the 1946 show, due to shortage 
of fabricated steel, but as soon as condi- 
tions make it possible the work will be got- 
ten under way. 

An innovation to result from this big im- 
provement will be cattle ramps on both ends 
of the present live stock annex. The entire 
building will be glazed on with a new type 
of ventilating construction. 

Bonds have been voted for the purchase 
of additional property in the rear of the 
present Coliseum. This property will be 
acquired for future expansion of the huge 
plant. 


A rodeo of highest type will also be pro- 
vided for the patrons and for the increas 
attendance anticipated many additional 
seats will be installed in the Coliseum.

A tour of the beef breeding herds was 
conducted by Duncan Breithaupt, beef cat- 
tle herdsman. 

In his address Mr. Pollock said: 

“My subject for this talk today on the 
geasion of your Livestock Feeders Day 
program is ‘The Nation’s Meats’. I want 
to start out by making this prediction. The 
years immediately ahead will be marked by 
the keenest battle for the consumer’s food 
dollar in the history of this country. 


“Better methods .of packaging and of dis- 
play as well as more aggressive methods of 
merchandising all along the line will be 
featured in the coming competition. It is 
predicted by many that we are about to 
enter a frozen foods era, with countless new 
developments in that field. However, it is 
pretty certain that foods will be largely 
evaluated on the basis of their nutritive 
value—as to how they rank as sources of 
protein, vitamins, minerals and energy. 


“When judged on that basis, meat should 
be in a most excellent position. For more 
than twenty years, the livestock and meat 
industry through its own organization—the 
National Live Stock and Meat Board—has 
been conducting meat research. These 
studies in the field of research have reveal- 
ed that meat is a rich source of the essen- 
tial dietary nutrients. And coupled with its 
high nutritive value is the appetite appeal 
of meat. People like meat. 


“I would like to pay tribute here today 
to the men and women of the farms and 
ranches of this area—and the farms and 
ranches of all America for their tremendous 
contribution to the war effort. In these 
years of war the nation’s record for meat 
production has been unequalled. Never has 
production risen so rapidly year after year. 

might give you a single illustration. Meat 
production in this country rose from 19% 
billion pounds in 1941 to nearly 24 billion, 
(00 million pounds in 1944. The 1944 pro- 
duction was an all-time high year’s record. 


“Meat doubtless played a very important 
part in the winning of the war. Never were 
fighting men better fed and never was so 
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much attention given to meat in the daily 
meals of the men and women in service. We 
know a little about that, for our organiza- 
tion has been responsible for assisting the 
Army and Navy with their meat problems. 


“We have had a staff of meat specialists 
at Army posts and camps and at Navy bases 
engaged in an educational meat program for 
the past four and a half years. This pro- 
gram has been featured by meat lecture 
demonstrations in the cutting, cooking, carv- 
ing and conservation of meat. More than 
4,000 lecture-demonstrations have been 
given at more than 400 camps, posts and 
bases from coast to coast. Military leaders 
tell us that this type of work has been of 
immeasurable value in making sure that 
millions of boys in the service have been 
better fed. 

“What about the meat situation? The 
lessening of the meat demand by the Army 
will doubtless be of some value in increas- 
ing civilian supplies although the military 
demands are still heavy. Meat production 
this year is estimated at 22 billion, 400 mil- 
lion pounds—a drop of more than 2 billion 
pounds below the record 1944 output. 

“The supply of pork is the limiting factor 
in the 1945 meat output. Figures recently 
released for the first eight months of 1945 
show that the number of cattle slaughtered 
under federal inspection was 6 per cent 
above the same period a year ago and the 
number of sheep and lambs slaughtered 
shows a gain of about 2 per cent. Hog 
slaughter, however, shows a decline of 47 
per cent for the first eight months of this 
year as compared with the same period a 
year ago. 

“Looking forward in the meat picture it 
seems pretty evident that the major factors 
influencing the per capita consumption of 
meat, will be consumer income and buying 
power. When people have more money to 
spend they spend more for meat. In spite 


of the heavy demand for meat in 1944 to fill 
wartime needs the per capita consumption 


was 149.5 pounds, or the highest per capita 
consumption since 1911. 

“If present economic conditions continue 
and the meat is available, I feel pretty cer- 
tain that the per capita consumption of meat 
within the next few years might rise to 
from 170 to 180 pounds. 

“T give you these per capita consumption 
figures because I know that more and more, 
the consuming public is interested in good 
nutrition. It knows that meat is high in 
those elements which build strong and 
healthy bodies. As I said before, people 
like meat. They know that meat builds 
strong bodies. And we like to build meals 
around meat because we know the meat not 
only is high in flavor but also that it adds 
flavor to the other foods with which it is 
served. I feel pretty confident that when 
we get back on an even keel in this country, 
the demand for meat will be heavy. 

“We have just finished World War II. So 
let’s turn back to the meat picture in the 
first world war and compare it with the 
meat picture in this war. In World War I 
we had meatless days and meat substitutes. 
Both of them were given much publicity. 


‘We were saturated with meatless days and 


meat substitutes to such an extent that it 
took about 18 years to get them out of our 
national system. No wonder that we had so 
much anti-meat propaganda in this country. 
In fact the situation became so serious that 
the livestock and meat industry organized 
the National Live Stock and Meat Board a 
few years following the end of World War 
I. That was 22 years ago. And that step 
marked the beginning of our present inten- 
sive nation-wide program of meat research, 
education, and information. 

“At the outbreak of the present war, our 
directors believed that we must avoid any 
repetition of what happened in World War 
I as regards the meat situation. They 
recognized the value of getting off to a good 
start as regards a wartime meat program. 
Government officials at Washington, D.C.

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Todays Sulject: Importance of the Cow in the Foundation Herd 


By L. R. KERSHAW 
Muskogee, Oklahoma 


HE importance of the cow in the foun- 

dation herd cannot be_ stressed too 

much. In my opinion it is much better 
to buy fewer foundation cows with real 
breeding and individuality, because after 
all, most great herds of cattle can be trac- 
ed back to a few real cows that eventually 
made the herd. 

I have never forgotten the impression 
that the McHenry herd of cattle made upon 
me when I first set about to buy a real 
foundation group of cows. Little did I re- 
alize at that time that I was looking at 
cows that would produce future grand 
champions, bulls and females, and to a great 
measure mould the future of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle. 

When one stops and thinks of the great 
cows and breeding matrons assembled on 
this great breeding farm and can look back 
now and see the great influence that the 
blood from this herd of cattle has made on 
the breed and is still making today, I think 
if we had no example other than the breed- 
ing matrons of the McHenry cattle thirty- 
five or forty years ago, it would be suf- 
ficient evidence of the advisability of the 
most careful and pains-taking selection of 
the foundation cows of a new herd. The 
blood of this great herd is still carrying on, 
winning even though it is generations away 
from those original cows, they are still pro- 
ducing the modern cattle of today. 


We must remember in our breeding oper- 
ations that the off-springs carry fifty per 
cent of the blood of the cow. No truly great 
herd of cattle has ever been produced with- 
out some very outstanding cows in the foun- 
dation and the more of these outstanding 
cows the more prominent and more success- 
‘ful will the breeding operations be. I have 
wished many times that when I went to the 
McHenry farm for the first time that I had 
laid in ten of those great cows. When I 
finally did get up nerve enough to pay 
$3000.00 for Blackcap McHenry 108th I 
stopped with this one cow. However in four 
years’ time I had sold over $10,000.00 worth 
of off-springs from this cow and all of the 
Blackeaps on my farm today carry the blood 
of this great cow. 


Cows that have back ground and carry 
champion blood mated to champion bulls 
will go on producing champions. Each in- 
dividual breeder who starts in business has 
his own idea as to what kind of a herd of 
cattle he is going to produce. I have never 
seen a mediocre herd of cows, even though 
they were mated to grand champion bulls 
go on producing grand champion cattle or 
even uniform cattle. I remember having 
seen a son of an International grand cham- 
pion bull at about six months of age that 
impressed me very much. I told the owner 
of my interest in this calf and asked to see 
the mother of the calf. After a great deal 
of stalling and trying to get my mind off 
of the dam, I finally was taken to a stall

ANY PEOPLE, in selecting their foun- 
dation females, look for various 
things. Some of us pay more atten- 

tion to pedigrees; some like beautiful heads; 
all of us strive to select the perfect beef 
type. I personally think that all of these 
things are very important. Furthermore, I 
believe that a foundation cow is just as im- 
portant as the right kind of herd sire. In 
some cases she has proven to be more im- 
portant. 


It is true that a breeder can never expect 
more than one calf a year from any cow. 
Also this one calf can be lost. On the other 
hand, forty to fifty calves are sired each 
year by one bull. However since “Aber- 
deen-Angus Live Longest”, we here at 
Briarcliff can show you several cows that 
have been outstanding producers, mated, 
over a period of years with several differ- 
ent bulls. Several of our foundation cows 
have out-lived a good many of our herd 
sires. That these cows were good, and were 
excellent producers, can be seen from the 
following examples: 


One of our original foundation cows was, 
Barbara McHenry 70th 429415, calved Jan- 
uary 7, 1929. She is a daughter of Black 
Marshall 11th by Earl Marshall, he of 
course by Protine, by Baden Lad. The dam 
of Black Marshall 11th was Blackbird Mc- 
Henry 112th by Baden Lad. The dam of 
Barbara McHenry 70th was Barbara Mc- 
Henry 34th by Eston of Dennison, and the 
second dam, Barbara McHenry 24th, by 
Baden Lad and out of the great show and 
breeding cow, Barbara McHenry 13th. I 
have mentioned this much of the pedigree 
so that you could see that Barbara McHenry 
70th was certainly a well bred animal. In- 
dividually, she is very typy, with a beauti- 
ful head and wonderful depth of body. She 
dropped her first calf in May, 1931. This 
was a bull sired by Briarcliff Protestor and 
was sold to Cornell University as a herd 
sire. Since that time Barbara McHenry 
70th has produced a calf each year, making 
a total of fifteen calves. These fifteen 
calves were sired by ten different bulls. To 
say that the cow “nicked” perfectly with 
each bull would be wrong. However, ten of 
the fifteen calves have been bulls. The 
last calf, a bull, is still in the Briarcliff 
herd. Seven of the other nine have been 
sold to head some of the best herds in the 
country. These sons of Barbara McHenry 
70th are in herds in New York, Connecticut, 
Mississippi, and Jamaca, British West 
Indies. This is a good record for any cow. 
Two of the calves were steered. Of the 
five heifers produced, one was injured as a 
yearling and was slaughtered, two have been 
sold as foundation females and two are still 
in our herd. The two daughters which we 
have are good and have produced good 
calves, even though they have been mated 
with three different bulls. 

Another of the cows here at Briarcliff 
that has been exceptionally good, is Eline

HEN the editor of the Aberdeen. 
W gus Journal asked me to partisans 


in the Breeders Forum on : 
“Importance of the Cow in the Fomatget 
Herd” I was greatly pleased because | have 
always been a firm believer that the fe- 
male’s influence on the offspring ig just as 
potent as that of the sire. And, this bein 
true, the selection of the foundation females 
for a herd is worthy of as much considera- 
tion as the choice of the herd sire, Failure 
to realize this has cost many a breeder 
both new and old, dearly. : 


_ There are a number of things to be taken 
into consideration in the selection of founda- 
tion animals, both bulls and females, Of 
first importance is uniformity in conforma- 
tion and blood lines. Animals of marked 
dissimilarity in individuality and breeding 
are not likely to produce uniform progeny. 
Without this homogeneous asset. the utmost 
success can not be attained because a breed- 
er can not prosper unless he receives a fair 
average price for all of his animals. The 
production of a good one now and then will 
not fulfill this requirement. It is a well 
known fact that most any breeder can pro- 
duce some top animals but. to produce a ma- 
jority of them good requires above average 
skill on the part of the breeder. Breeding 
stock in bulls and females above the average 
in quality is also necessary. The entire herd 
must be of uniformly high excellence in 
breeding and individuality. 

My idea of the best way for a beginner 
to select foundation animals is to decide 
upon the line of breeding which, in his 
opinion, is most likely to give the best re- 
sults. In arriving at this conclusion he 
should make a survey of several herds and 
select his breeding stock from the one which 
can show the best record of accomplishment. 
It should also be a herd in which construc- 
tive breeding policies have been followed 
over a period of years and the longer the 
better. Great care should be exercised in 
selecting animals of approved type and con- 
formation which are similar in blood lines 
and of the most favorably known ancestry. 
One should be careful, of course, to pic 
the best individuals obtainable because in- 
dividuality and breeding are of equal im- 
portance. 

To follow this plan, selections need not 
necessarily be confined to one herd either. 
There may be a number of herds of about 
equal merit. from which animals of similar 
breeding and like characteristics may b 
drawn. The sire might come from one h 
and the females from another, or several 
others for that matter, as long as uniform- 
ity in blood lines, type, and conformation Is 
rigidly adhered to. : 

This is the method which was used In 
starting my own herd and it has worked out 
to my satisfaction to the extent that if! 
were to start another herd I would follow 
the same principle. I was just as particular 
in selecting top females as I was in select-

TO START BEEF HERD.

Dear JOURNAL: 

Your proposal to help us veterans and 
future veterans with our postwar problems 
is very generous.

As It Appears 
To Me 


Modernizing Bang’s Laws 


That laws governing inter- 
state shipments of breeding cat- 
tle have not kept pace with the 
progress being made by scien- 
tists and breeders in the control 
of disease—particularly Bang’s 
disease—has been a recognized 
problem for some years past. 
However, breed organizations 
and breeders, working with live 
stock-minded legislators, have 
made gains in the past year in 
starting the trend toward more 
uniform and more _ workable 
rules. Several states have mod- 
ernized their laws to recognize 
vaccination as a major control 
factor in eradicating Bang’s dis- 
ease and at the same time im- 
proving the quality of their 
breeding stock. 

An inter-state shipment rule 
now in effect in one eastern 
state recognizes officially vac- 
cinated animals as the safest to 
own; whether they originate in 
that state or other states. Un- 
der the new import rules these 
animals are given a_ special 
status and when under 18 
months of age may move freely 
with only their official calf vac- 
cination certificate—and with 
no blood test required. When 
vaccinated and over 18 months 
of age they are required to be 
negative on a test within 30 
days of shipment. There is no 
red tape; no quarantine; no re- 
strictions on the status of the 
herd in which the animal origin- 
ated. Thus vaccinated animals 
are recognized as safe animals, 
and breeders seeking to better 
their herds are not restricted as 
to their source of purchases. 

But further progress is need- 
ed. We recall another state in 
which a leading Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeder in seeking an out- 
standing herd sire was forced to 
discard three prospects because 
they did not come from accred- 
ited herds. If a breeder must 
take an inferior sire merely be- 
cause he comes from an accred- 
ited herd rather than a better 
bull vaccinated and clean, live 
stock progress is being seriously 
hampered.—W. H. TOMHAVE.

101 Angus Loads 
at Top 


One of the few instances on record in 
which heifers have topped the market in 
competition with prime steers was recorded 
in Chicago on October 8. And the ladies 
that did it were Aberdeen-Angus, naturally. 
They were from the feedlots of Robert 
Campbell, Mt. Sterling, Ill. The 17 head 
averaged 1,037 pounds and sold at the 
$18.00 OPA ceiling. This equaled the high- 
est heifer price since August of 1919. 

A straw-in-the-wind indication of the 
scramble for finished cattle, heifers or 
steers, was afforded market followers on 
October 3 when one of the market topping 
consignments—Aberdeen-Angus, was made 
up of 9 heifers and 12 steers, that sold 
straight at $18.00 per cwt. They were a 
home-bred, home-fed consignment by Ev- 
erett Cassady of Charleston, Ill. This was 
an exceptionally well finished, smooth load 
of cattle and attracted a lot of attention. 

In the period of September 12 to October 
15 no less than 101 loads of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle have commanded the Chicago top 
of $18.00 allowable under OPA regulations. 
While this is a new record for the breed, 
it also serves to emphasize the “screwy” 
makeup of conditions covering the sale of 
finished cattle. Under present regulations 
$18.00 is the top price allowable in Chicago 
for finished cattle—regardless of degree of 
finish or quality. The result is that steers 
that would command $19.00 or $20.00 un- 
der a system of competitive bidding are 
lumped with those that would normally 
command a price of a dollar or two less. 

Recently an Iowa feeder brought in two 
lots of cattle the same day—both selling at 
the top. One load had been in the feedlot 
11 months and the other load had never 
been in a feedlot. The second load was pur- 
chased last spring, put on pasture and fed 
some corn. Yet under present regulations 
the beef from these two loads, theoretically, 
is of exactly the same quality and value.

The High Dollar 


Although Aberdeen-Angus calves had to be 
content with a reserve championship in the 
recent Feeder Calf Show in Chicago, the 
Blocky Blacks registered a distinct suprem- 
acy in the matter of selling price. Average 
price on the 76 loads of feeder calves that 
went through the auction ring was $15.76. 
The average on the 12 loads of Blacks was 
$17.41. On the top 37 loads sold the Here- 
ford average, including the championship 
load of 370 pounders at $27.25, was $16.66 
for 19 loads and Shorthorns $15.25 on six 
loads. 

Top Aberdeen-Angus load was exhibited 
by the veteran feeder producer O. J. Had- 
ley of Brady, Nebr. They averaged 510 
pounds and sold at $19.00 per cwt. to go 
to an Ohio feedlot. Top Aberdeen-Angus 
calves, however, were priced at $19.50 to go 
to Iowa. These calves were a Kansas-bred 
load shown by Ed Kinsinger, Chenoa, III. 

Another example of the Aberdeen-Angus 
advantage in price was shown in the Union- 
ville, Mo., feeder calf sale the past month 
where more than 1,700 head of Blacks and 
whitefaces were sorted, grouped and sold at

Steady to Firm 


That Aberdeen-Angus are in good de- 
mand at steady to firm prices is the trend 
registered from statistics gathered on sales 
held this fall. On the first 36 sales of the 
fall season on which complete figures are 
available in the Association office, 2,272 
head of purebred cattle have sold for 
$783,000, or an average of $340 per head, 
Compared with the prices realized in the 
first 36 sales of the 1944 fall season this 
is an increase of $13 per head. The figures 
for a year ago on 2,203 head sold in 36 auc. 
tions is $731,768, or an average of $327. 

The 337 bulls sold this fall have averaged 
$407 and the 1,935 females $334. The gen- 
eral average of $340 this fall, compared to 
the $327 a year ago, is accounted for to a 
considerable extent by the higher quality 
of cattle offered in a number of the top 
sales of the season. At least no inflation is 
noticeable and the Aberdeen-Angus market 
is in a healthy condition from the stand 
point of both buyer and seller.

Keeping Ahead 


As additional reports come in on junior 
steer shows over the country, the Aberdeen-

of inter-breed championships continues to 
hold at the level prevailing near the start 
of the fair season. Up to October 15 the 
Association office has received reports m 
163 shows in which grand championships 
are awarded.

_ In 17 cases the outbreak was direct- 
iy traceable to other infected herds, and in 
two instances it was not possible to deter- 
nine the origin of the outbreak. 

When one considers the fact that the 
ris which causes the disease is still po- 
ent in dilutions as great as 1 to 10,000,000 
ay possible source of infection can be re- 
garded as being in the same class as the 
omic bomb. The Bureau of Animal In- 
justry in this country estimates that our 
present regulations governing the disease— 
ad more particularly the stringent laws 
simed at keeping infection away from our 
shores—has saved U. S. live stock produc- 
ars $200,000,000 annually. This estimate is 
iased on the loss rate in foreign countries, 
interpreted in terms of our vast live stock 
population, coupled with past experience 
with foot and mouth disease in this country. 
In its malignant form the disease either 
kills, or renders valueless, an average of 
half the animals in a herd. The productiv- 
ity of the animals less severely infected is 
wrmanently impaired. The last outbreak 
in the United States took place in 1919. 

A United States commission of three live 
sock sanitation authorities making a spec- 
ial study of foot and mouth disease in 
Durope concludes that the only way the dis- 
ease can be controlled, once it makes its 
appearance, is through a stringent national 
quarantine to exclude further outside infec- 
tion, coupled with the slaughter method of 
eradication of infected herds.

Could Use Some 
Aberdeen-Angus 


_ Arange state which has come to the front 
in Aberdeen-Angus interest in recent years 
is New Mexico. And judging from a recent 
range cow study in that state an infusion of 
Aberdeen-Angus blood will be all to the 
good in the matter of producing earlier ma- 
turing cattle. 

New Mexico age and weight studies of 
range herds indicate that cows in that sec- 
ton do not reach maximum production un- 
til they are 6 or 7 years old. Formerly it 
was supposed that 5 years was the maturity 
age. From the standpoint of the greatest 
tonnage of beef off grass, at the top selling 
price per pound, the southwestern experi- 
mental report indicates that a herd which 
markets its cows at 8 years of age has the 
highest yearly income. The cows are mov- 
ed before they are old and shelly and liqui- 
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‘COWS. 


dation return is highest at this age. High- 
est average weaning weight, 454 pounds, 
also was realized from 7 and 8 year old 
Except under favorable feed and 
range conditions the keeping of cows be- 
yond 10 years of age was not satisfactory 
under New Mexico conditions, the report 
states. 

Authors of the report state “It seems that 
on this range, and probably on many others 
in the state, beef production could be in- 
creased by a plan of management which re- 
sults in quicker development of heifers and 
young cows.” 

The answer is readily available. Aber- 
deen-Angus cows with their earlier matur- 
ity and record of longevity will do the job 
in New Mexico, or any other beef produc- 
tion state,

Somewhat 
Misleading 


Consumers, and farmers, are being misled 
by government figures grouping beef and 
dairy cattle together under the general term 
“cattle,” believes the National Livestock 
Producer magazine. In so doing the OPA 
has repeatedly called attention to the 
“greatest cattle population in the nation’s 
history.” 

Actually, the magazine states, “Figures 
available in Washington show that the per- 
centage of beef cattle has declined from 
57 per cent of a 70,000,000 cattle popula- 
tion in 1920 to about 50 per cent of 82,000,- 
000 head in 1944. 

“Since 1920 the population of the country 
has increased from 105,000,000 to nearly 
131,000,000. Hence, our beef cattle total 
has decreased from 382 head per 1,000 per- 
sons in 1920 to 297 head per 1,000 popula- 
tion in 1944. In the same period the per- 
centage of increase in dairy cattle is prac- 
tically the same as the increase in popula- 
tion.” 

While there is no denying the fact that 
over production in beef cattle could be a bad 
thing for the industry there is also no need

November 15th an amazing array of 

evidence has been piled up testifying 
to the longevity and production superiority 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

While the dead line is passed, some en- 
tries came in too late to be tabulated in this 
issue but in sufficient time to be considered. 
Announcement of the winners and some in- 
teresting publicity promotions which will 
accrue from this contest will be announced 
in the December issue. 

Not only are some very ancient matrons 
already entered in the contest but several 
astounding cases of animals attaining great 
ages and production records have been 
brought to light by the contest. As Mr. 
R. L. Hanna stated: “This contest is a 
worthwhile project and touches a little dis- 
cussed virtue of the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
—the amazing production and longevity of 
the females.” 

An instance of exceptional production has 
been brought to our attention by Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth K. Epple, of Columbia, Missouri. 
While the animal no longer is alive, we pub- 
lish herewith Mrs. Epple’s letter: 

“May I call your attention to the most 
striking example of longevity in the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed that I’ve encountered— 
indeed, it is so noteworthy that I could 
hardly believe it until it was verified in the 
records of the herd books. (Mrs. Epple is a 
deep student and authority on phases of 
genealogy). , 

“I was copying pedigrees of some cattle 
purchased from the old Caldwell-Calhoun 
herd at Burlington Junction and came 
across the notation ‘Laflin’s Duchess 26th 
462813.’ The dam was Duchess 2d of Mt. 
Vernon 82957. There was such a difference 
in the registration numbers that I looked to 
the herd books for verification. Imagine 
my surprise when I found the dam was 
calved Sept. 3, 1904, and her calf on March 
26, 1930. Think of it, still producing a calf 
at twenty-six years of age! Whether she 
had later produce I do not know but this 
should be of real interest to all Aberdeen- 
Angus enthusiasts. 

“Yesterday Professor J. E. Comfort, of 
the University of Missouri, was at our farm 
and asked why we hadn’t submitted some 
of our old cows in the contest. I told him 
of the above finding and he thought he 
definitely remembered that old cow. 

“We are particularly proud of our aged 
matrons that have been chosen for founda- 
tion females because of their individuality 
and blood lines.

As Professor 
George A. Brown of the State College puts 
it: 
“The increasing scarcity of farm help, 
ger acreages placed in grasses and le- 
es, and current prices which permit the 
profitable raising of feeder calves in the 
yorthern part of the state, have resulted in 
;marked increase in the demand for cattle 
of beef breeding. The Aberdeen-Angus is 
ajoying its full share of this increased de- 
nand, as indicated by the establishment of 
nany new herds during the past two years.” 
The Michigan State Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, aided by the fieldmen 
fom the American Association, has con- 
ducted a number of very successful sales 
ad plan to make this an annual event. 


The Michigan State College of Agricul- 
ture at East Lansing has maintained a herd 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle since 1902. It 
has at the present time about 20 cows and 
grows out the heifers for herd replacements 
and the steers primarily for classroom pur- 
pses. They are using at the present time 
abull bred by Judge Fullerton of Okla- 
hma, sired by a son of Revolution 100th, 
and Black Bardolier 3d, bred by W. E 
ripps of Lake Orion, Michigan. 

The Woodcote Stock Farm herd of Ionia, 
Michigan, owned by Mr. Dwight Cutler of 
Detroit, Michigan, has been in existence for 
wer forty years. Under the capable man- 
agement of the late Alexander Minty it at- 
tained national prominence, and it is of in- 
terest to note that since the death of her 
father, his daughter, Katherine Minty, has 
been in direct charge. Mr. William Dun- 
nett, who has been employed at Woodcote 
for over twenty years as Herdsman, handles 
the details in connection with the herd. 

The original Woodcote stock came from 
the herds of D. Bradfute and Son, James 
H. Hall and O. E. Bailey. The first bull 
ised was a Pride, purchased from Hugh El- 
liott of Missouri. This was Preston E., got 
ty Polar Star out of a cow by Heather Lad 
ud. Later the bulls Blackeap Ito, a grand- 
sn of Prince Ito, and one of his sons, Enos 
of Woodcote, proved valuable sires. Then 
tame two imported bulls, Elcho of Harvies- 
toun, by Jason of Ballindalloch, out of an 
Friea dam, and Edwards of Dalmeny. The 
progeny of both were good enough to make 
he Woodcote show string, which was al- 
Ways well in the running in big-time com- 
betition. For many years entries from this 
terd have been a regular feature of the 
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. were placed in service. 


Champion female at Chicago. She was a 
daughter of Elcho of Harviestoun and was 
an Eisa Erica. 

The chief stock bull at Woodcote in re- 
cent years has been the Hartley bred Alex- 
ander M. of Rothmaise, by Earl Eric Glen- 
carnock 3d. One of his best sons, Baird of 
Woodcote, out of a Blackcap dam, has also 
been used. 


Wildwood Farms, an estate of some three 
thousand acres, at Lake Orion, property of 
Wm. E. Scripps of Detroit—nationally 
known newspaper publisher—has “made the 
first page” wherever, in the United States or 
Canada, people read the story of Aberdeen- 
Angus progress. Here in the year 1916 Mr. 
Scripps introduced his first pure-bred polls, 
by the purchase of Blackbird and Erica fe- 
males from the herds of U. L. Clark, Hunt- 
er’s Creek, Michigan. His first stock bull 
was Black Monarch 3d, a Blackbird, by Earl 
of Botna, son of imported Earl Eric of Bal- 
lindalloch. 

Mr. Sidney Smith, who is still Mr. 
Seripps trusted Manager, went to Wildwood 
from the service of U. L. Clark and was 
formerly with the late Judge John S. Good- 
win the year after the herd was founded, 
and has seen it develop into one of the 
premier black cattle breeding establish- 
ments of America. Incidentally it should 
be stated that Mr. Scripps maintains his 
permanent residence on the farms, and not 
only takes an active part in the actual su- 
pervision of the Aberdeen-Angus breeding 
operations, but has in addition a very select 
herd of Guernseys and a flock of two hun- 
dred and fifty Shropshire ewes. It will thus 
be seen that few men are doing more for 
live stock husbandry in a broad way than 
the proprietor of Wildwood. Getting back 
to the “blacks”, in 1918 the good bull Ed- 
gar of Dalmeny was imported from Scot- 
land. He had sired but one crop of calves 
before importation, but from these some 
outstanding animals developed, including 
Blue Bell, grand champion at Smithfield in 
1919, and Erodemas, champion bull at Perth 
that same year and sold for $10584. Still 
another of the heifers became the champion 
female at the 1919 Highland Society’s 
Show. Unfortunately all of the early fe- 
males sired by Edgar at Wildwood were 
lost in a tuberculosis house cleaning, but 
many good animals went through this or- 
deal safely. Following Edgar of Dalmeny 
imported LEirreboll of Bleaton was _ used. 
Misfortune overtook him, however, and he 
was lost, after siring only a few animals. 
This was unfortunate inasmuch as the few 
animals he sired have since been outstand- 
ing breeding cattle in the herd. The next 
herd bull was Quality Marshall, grand 
champion at the International Show of 
1926, and he proved a most impressive sire. 
Edgar Protest and Perfection Marshall 2d 
Both were out of 
Pride Protest 6th, grand champion female 
at the International of 1922. In fact she was 
shown at six Internationals and was never 
placed lower than second in her show ca- 
reer. 

By 1930 a very high-class herd of females 
had been developed but the plucky proprie- 
tor again lost heavily in cleaning up for 


Still good progress was be- 
ing made. Among outstanding achievements 
of that period was the winning of the grand 
champion steer prize at the American Roy- 
al at Kansas City in 1930. This animal, Ed- 
gar Marshall, we believe was the first steer 
of the Aberdeen-Angus breed to win that

coveted honor. In 1932 Mr. Scripps bought 
Bandolier of Anoka, junior champion bull at 
the International Show of 1931, and he 
again won in his class in 1932. He is still 
in service and has produced many noted 
animals, including, Sir Blackcap Quality 
22d reserve grand champion steer at the 
International of 1935, and also shown at 
Ogden, Denver, Fort Worth, Texas, at their 
Centennial in 1936, and was never defeated 
in his class; also Kedar Bandolier Interna- 
tional Junior Champion bull of 1940. 


In the fall of ’37 Mr. Scripps personally 
went to Scotland and .purchased El Katif 
of Doonholm. His dam Elinka of Doon- 
holm, was breed champion Gold Medal win- 
ner at the Highland Show at Dundee in 
1933, and won many other championships in 
Great Britain. His maternal grandam, El- 
mina of Doonholm, was first prize cow at 
the Royal at Harrowgate, and female cham- 
pion and champion of the breed in 1929. The 
second daughter to be sired by El Katif of 
Doonholm at Wildwood was Blackcap Elva 
2d that became grand champion female at 
the Michigan State Fair of 1939 and 1940. 


Among the outstanding females that were 
purchased by Mr. Scripps were Barbara Mc- 
Henry 36th, first prize aged cow at the In- 
ternational of 1925; Pride Protest 6th, In- 
ternational grand champion female of 1922; 
Miss Burgess 6th, daughter of imported 
Maid of Bummers and a full sister of Miss 
Burgess 5th, grand champion female at the 
International of 1925. Females raised on 
the farm which are now in the herd include 
Key of Quality, first prize cow at the In- 
ternational in 1930; Eloquent Lassie 2d, 
grand champion female at the American 
Royal and many other shows in 1930; Elo- 
quent Eva, first prize summer yearling 
heifer at the International of 1937; Black- 
bird Bella 5th, first prize heifer calf at the 
International in 1938 and at the Golden 
Gate Exposition of 1939; Key of Security, 
grand champion female at the Royal Win- 
ter Fair, Toronto, 1938, and second prize 
two year old female at the Golden Gate Ex-

ticello, Iowa, Fat Steer Show was Ebony, a 
steer bred at the college and purchased at 
the 1944 Chicago Market Stock Show by 
Schmidt Brothers. 

Much of the credit for the success of the 
Aberdeen-Angus herd at Iowa State has 
been due to the foresight and sound judg- 
ment of the staff members of the animal 
husbandry department who have had the di- 
rect responsibility for the supervision of the 
herd. All of them have won national, and 
even international reputations in the beef 
cattle industry. 

The Aberdeen-Angus first came to Iowa 
State when Dean emeritus C. F. Curtiss was 
in charge of beef cattle work. From 1900 
to 1912, the development of the herd was 


Glamis, Angus, Scotland, where his father 
was in charge of the famous Hayston herd 
of Aberdeen-Angus for forty years. George 
grew up on this farm just a few miles from 
Keillor, home of Hugh Watson, the founder 
and earliest improver of the breed. 

Following his military service in World 
War I he came to this country. He worked 
for a short time for two great Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding establishments—the Hart- 
ley Stock Farm at Page, North Dakota, and 
the Wildwood Farm, home of the Scripps 
herd, at Lake Orion, Michigan. 

Nearly half of the females in the present 
herd are direct descendants of Blackbird 
Eclipser of Perry 98967, sired by Prince of 
Pilsen and out of Blackbird Eclipser of Glen 
Lea, a fourth branch Blackbird. This cow

carried on by Prof. W. J. Kennedy. He was 
followed by Prof. W. H. Pew, who had the 
responsibility for the work from that time 
until 1918. Professor Pew later became 
manager of the famous Briarcliff farms and 
had a very large part in popularizing the 
breed in the east. During the next fourteen 
years, the herd was under supervision of 
Prof. H. H. Kildee, present dean of agricul- 
ture. He was ably assisted by the late Prof. 
R. S. Stephensen, who had direct charge of 
the herd from 1918 to 1932. 

Since 1932, the herd has been under the 
supervision of Prof. P. S. Shearer, who 
furnished much of the data for this article. 
During this time Dean Kildee has maintain- 
ed an active interest and has been a great 
help in its development. 

Nor can the tremendous influence of the 
college herdsman, George Edwards, be 
ignored. Both Dean Kildee and Professor 
Shearer will quickly tell you that the im- 
pressive record of the Blacks at Iowa State 
would have been impossible had it not been 
for him. i 

George has been at Iowa State for more 
than twenty-two years. He was born at 
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was calved April 18, 1906, and bred by 
White Brothers, of Perry, Iowa. She was 
purchased by the college in 1910. 

Eleven of the present females are the 
descendants of Black Ida of Lone Ash 291- 
195. She was sired by Blackbird Prince Al- 
bert and out of a Heroine cow, Black Beauty 
of Heroine. She was the mother of the 
1925 International grand champion steer, 
Mah-Jongg. 

Ten cows in the herd trace back to one 
of the earlier foundation cows, Black Ito’s 
Inez 105370.

Great Oaks Stock Farm, the property of 
Mr. Howard L. McGregor of Detroit, Mich- 
igan, comprises nearly one thousand acres 
of fertile, productive farm land in Oakland 
County, Michigan, just twenty-five miles 
due north of the city of Detroit. The herd 
at Great Oaks, which now numbers slightly 
over a hundred head of breeding females, 
was founded by Mr. McGregor in the fall 
of 1939. With a firm belief in the old and 
proven adage, “Like Begets Like,” much 
stress was placed on good breeding in buy- 
ing the herd foundation.

ave December 1st; Richard Maycock, As- 
sistant Production and Marketing Adminis- 
trator, who left on November Ist; M. L. 
Brenner, chief of the Special Commodities 
Branch, who quit November Ist, and W. H. 
Jasspon, chief of the Fats and Oils Branch, 
who has asked to be replaced by January 
Ist. 

There seems to be good basis for reports 
that J. B. Hutson soon will give up his job 
as Director of the Production and Market- 
ing Administration. Hutson has made it no 
secret that he didn’t want that job in ad- 
dition to being Undersecretary and Ander- 
son has been looking around for someone to 
take his place as head of PMA. 

Friends of N. E. Dodd, chief of the PMA 
Field Service Branch (AAA) say he would 
welcome the opportunity to return to his 
Western farming interests. He and Ander- 
wn have not been the closest of friends and 
there have been reports of friction between 
Hutson and Dodd over 1946 production 
planning. 

In addition to personnel problems, there 
ate difficulties causing friction both within 
the USDA and between Congress and the 
Administration over the price support pro- 
gram—or rather the lack of a clearly de- 
fined program for the postwar period.

That was the Bankhead 
amendment, 

But that legislation expires next. June 
30th, unless renewed. After that the 90 
per cent of parity floor provision is in ef- 
fect for two full years after the end. of the 
war is officially declared. This means—in 
all_probability—price supports through 
1946, 1947 and 1948. 

nderson, however, is taking the position 
that he cannot announce support prices 
above 90 per cent of parity on production 
coming to market after next June 30th, the

Farm Bloc Congressmen are insistent

Letting Bulls Down 
Just finished reading the September issue 
and being a Commercial breeder was well 
pleased with the non-advertising articles in 


the August and September issues. 
you continue the good work. 

Much has been said of the feeding and 
grooming of sale cattle. Many of us com- 
mercial breeders buy our bulls at sales, 
especially consignment sales, also private 
treaty. Many of the newer buyers at these 
sales complain that they have hard luck with 
bulls being too fat. I mean they cannot be 
turned out on range and get the proper re- 
sults unless they keep feeding grain. We 
wish to know what sort of a feeding pro- 
gram should be taken to let these fat bulls 
down so they will do better without grain 
on the range. 

I think this should be of concern (and I 
know it is) to the pure bred breeders as 
much of his stock goes to commercial men. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breed has grown 
more popular in this ‘ocality and soon, at 
the present rate of increase, will be the 
dominant breed. Not enough good bulls are 
available at this time in this section of 
Nebraska. 

In closing I would like to say we would 
like to see more good bulls and more steers 
in the pure bred herds we visit.—C. W. 
Freedom, Kansas.

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The second pen contained calves exhibited 
by W. C. Ferguson & Sons, Cheyenne, Wy- 
oming. This pen was of cross bred Aber- 
deen-Angus and Hereford calves, showing 
the first, second and third cross calves. The 
first cross eliminated the horns but result- 
ed in a black calf with a white face, but 
with each generation of cross-breeding the 
white face characteristic grew less promi- 
nent and in the third cross the calves were 
mainly all black with no white at all. 

The third pen was an exhibit from Paul 


W. Brown, Larkspur, Colorado. This pen 
contained a steer calf from a Guernsey 
cow and heifers out of grade shorthorn 
cows. The entire exhibit was proof that the 
use of a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bull was 
advisable in all sorts of cross breeding pro- 
grams regardless of the type of cows in the 
herd. The elimination of horns and the 
uniformity of color plus the beef type of the 
cross on even dairy animals was highly de- 
sirable, while the cross on other beef types 
was an improvement over the original dams.

The “free” firewood that we cut dow, 
sawed, hauled, split and sawed again with 
our own labor for our furnace and the ten 
ant house stoves, took most of our time in 
the winter and proved substantially more 
expensive than coal. The electric sheep 
shearer cost twice as much as we got for 
the wool the first year. The berry crops 
were disappointing and out of all proportion 
to the labor expended upon them, probably 
because labor was never available when 
they most needed attention. This is true on 
most farms, namely that field crops com- 
pete with the vegetable garden and berry 
patch, and naturally get a priority for the 
available labor. :

thus tontrolling erosion. There was prob- 
ably present also a subconscious apprecia- 

‘ion of the fact that this is an age of spec- 
ialization, and that our specialty was beef 
attle. In other words, cut down on the 
jiversification, (which was formerly a ne- 
wssity), stick to one’s specialty and buy 
fom the fellow who specializes in the pro- 
duction of something else. In our case, the 
witstanding example of this was grain. The 
West is the natural and logical place to 
produce grain, not the small and/or hilly 
farms of the East. If this is so, why is it 
not the sensible thing for several small 
farmers to cooperate in buying a carload 
of oats or barley, or both? 

Consequently we sold our binder, gave 
yp the idea of all grain, except corn for 
the silos, put the rest of the farm in grass, 
and increased the size of the beef herd. In- 
stead of carrying only the number of head 
for which we could produce feed, We made 
pasture the limiting factor in the size of 
the herd. This had the added advantage of 
giving a larger number of cattle for pur- 
chasers to choose from, and for us to select 
show and sale entries from, and a larger 
number over which to spread the overhead 
cost of a herdsman, advertising, travelling, 
veterinary, etc. Of course this means buy- 
ing - our = and heating — some “ 
our hay in dry seasons. s to the grain, 
have always felt that it can be bought as 
cheaply as it can be raised in the East, year 
inand year out, and in the case of oats, at 
least, of better quality. Accordingly, we buy 
yearly a carload of shelled corn from the 
West and one of Canadian oats. Incidental- 
ly there is some sanction, I understand, 
- i ang pag gy in the East for 

e soundness of this idea. 

People say, “But you’ve got to buy all 
your bedding”. My answer is that this is 
no objection, because fertility is thus 
brought onto the farm from somewhere else, 
something that most Eastern farms can 
stand and something that has to be done 
ifa farm is to increase in fertility and 
yield. A farm does not become more fertile 
y merely producing its own straw and re- 
turning it to the land in the form of ma- 
nure, My grandfather, a farmer in western 
Pennsylvania, used to advise never selling 
anything off the farm that couldn’t walk 
off on its own legs. He was right as far 
. - went, mt . farm cannot rine itself 
y Its own bootstraps, so to speak, to a 
higher state of fertility, but needs rough- 
age or fertilizer or both to be brought in. 
As to the cost angle, one need not neces- 
sarily buy straw at current high prices, but 
tan substitute corn fodder or peanut hulls 
at much less cost, or even common hay, 
leaves, pine straw, sawdust or shavings.

Be all that as it may, we drifted into

grass farming, without knowing it had a 
name, and put grain fields into dual or even 
triple purpose grass crops, for hay, pasture 
and/or grass silage. I am not saying this 
is the best way for everyone to farm. For us 
it is, if for no other reason than because of 
the erosion problem, ours being a fairly hil- 
ly farm. I know a little about contours, 
terracing, stripping, furrows and water di- 
version as methods of erosion control, but 
I’ll take a good sod for mine. 

We haven’t gone to extremes in our beef- 
cattle-grassland specialization, for we still 
have a few hogs for butchering, chickens 
and dairy cows for home use, potatoes and 
a garden. However, the idea of self-suf- 
fiency and independence from other farms 
has fallen of its own weight. So much for 
the subjective approach to this whole prob- 
lem, based on the experience of one family 
and one farm, gained the hard way. I have 
tried to justify this departure by what 
seemed practical and economical. Now for 
what I started to say in the first place. 


Most of those who take up farming after 
engaging in business, living in the city, etc., 
do so because they want and expect to en- 
joy it. They hope to live in the country 
pleasantly, healthfully and even economical- 
ly. That is to say, they want their farms 
to be run as a business as well as recrea- 
tion, with the fond hope that their new 
venture will break even, at least. It has 
been said, and truly said, that a farmer is 
the greatest gambler in the world. While 
these newcomers have no illusions of get- 
ting rich, (possibly they or their parents 
were farm-bred), they do expect their new 
life or hobby or retirement to be compara- 
tively worry-free. Woe is me! While no 
other life can equal farming in all-round 
satisfaction, by the same token, no other 
modus vivendi is so fraught with potential 
headaches. The proposition here advocated 
is that these worries be reduced to a mini- 
mum in order that the general pleasure and 
good of the soul be not lost in petty annoy- 
ances. In other words, why not so conduct 
our farming enterprise that we minimize 
the harrassing features and plan our pro- 
cedure along simpler and broader lines ? 

The worst three headaches on the farm 
are labor, machinery and weather, and all 
three can be relieved materially by having 
one’s farm mainly, if not entirely, in grass.

in stock and involve considerable delay, at 
the expense of crops. Grazing, obviously, 
eliminates a lot of these machinery prob- 
lems. Weather is always a problem. Eith- 
er we don’t have rain when we need it, and 
crops do not develop, or else we have too 
much when the grain is shocked in the field. 
Then there are, ice, freezes, and such things 
as smut, rust, blight and insects of various 
kinds which cause crop failures, poor yields 
or poor quality grain. On the other hand, 
if we have rain during haying season, we 
can always put the hay in a silo. 

All of these factors are real vexations to 
all farmers, but particularly to one tak- 
ing up farming after city life, because he 
is accustomed to getting things done on 
schedule. When a farmhand quits sudden- 
ly and he must find another quickly; when 
he has to wait three weeks for a part for 
his tractor from the factory, or when it 
rains for three straight days with wheat 
shocked and ready, then clears for a day 
and rains again, it is an aggravation to 
which he is not accustomed and doesn’t 
know how to take. He takes it because he 
has to, but it takes the fun out of farming, 
and if repeated often enough, he’s apt to be- 
come disgusted and sell out. 

It is for these reasons that I recommend 
grass farming to a man who wants to farm, 
but who, if given a choice, will do it the 
easy way and avoid many of the worries

They were told that the 
livestock and meat industry did not want 
meatless days—that they did not want a 
policy of meat substitutes. Finally a plan 
was agreed upon—a three point plan of 
share the meat, meat alternates and meat 
extenders. 

“We have been especially pleased to see 
how groups throughout the nation have co- 
operated in this meat plan. Educators, 
foods and nutrition leaders, home econo- 
mists, home demonstration leaders, food in- 
terests and others have all worked together 
to help put the plan across. In spite of the 
heavy demands for meat, by the armed 
forces and the civilian population, I believe 
we have succeeded better in solving our war- 
time meat problems than we ever anticipat- 
ed. There have been sporadic meatless days 
it is true here and there throughout the na- 
tion, but no national policy of meatless days 
as in World War I. And it’s gratifying to 
the livestock and meat industry to realize 
that we won’t have to spend years over- 
coming the effects of a policy that did so 
much harm following the first World War. 

“Shortly after the Board was organized 
we conducted a nation-wide survey to learn 
to find out something about meat problems. 
Here are some of the questions which were 
asked, ‘What are the Sources of informa- 
tion concerning meat cookery?’, ‘What do 
housewives know about the cooking of

meat?’, ‘What do educators know about 
the preparation of meat for the table?’, 
‘Are there any definite standards for meat 
cookery ?’ 

“As a result. of this survey it was realiz- 
ed that a better knowledge of meat cookery 
was very much needed in this country. And 
out of that need came the National Co- 
operative Meat Investigations study in 
which Washington State Experiment Sta- 
tion and other state experiment stations, as 
well as the United States Department of 
Agriculture are cooperating. One phase 
of these investigations is devoted to studies 
in meat cookery. 

“As a result of more than 20 years of 
work, the guesswork has been taken out of 
meat cookery. Cooking methods have been 
standardized. We know for example, that 
the tender cuts of meat should be cooked by 
dry heat and the less tender meats by moist 
heat. We know the cooking methods best 
adapted for cooking each and every cut of 
meat. We know how to cook meat so as to 
bring out all its delicious goodness. This 
kind of information is being brought to the 
housewives of America who prepare meat 
in more than 30 million homes. It is being 
brought to the home economists of the na- 
tion as well as to extension workers every- 
where. Today housewives are _ profiting 
from this information. They know, for ex- 
ample, that there is a right and wrong way 
to cook meat. They are anxious to use the 
right meat cookery methods. More and 
more of them are learning the value of 
cooking meat at low temperature in order 
to hold down shrinkage as well as to provide 
a more tender and juicy meat dish. 

“What do we know about the food value 
of meat? When our Board was organized 
our directors believed that meat research to 
discover all possible facts about the place of 
meat in the diet, was very necessary. A re- 
search program was set up. The plan of 
granting fellowships to colleges and univer- 
sities for meat studies was begun. In the 
past 21 years, 55 studies have been placed at 
twenty-two colleges and universities. All of 
these have had a direct bearing on the nu- 
tritive value of meat. 

“This past fiscal year we have had 13 re- 
search projects under way at 10 universities. 


Some people may think that research js not 
especially interesting. But in industry it ig 
recognized that the dollar that yields the

_ “What have we learned about the nutri- 
tive value of meat? Seven years ago if you 
had asked me what I knew about the vita- 
mins of meat, I would not have known the 
answer. It was the general opinion that 
meat was a poor source of vitamins. To 
find out the facts we carried on a 3-year 
study at the University of Wisconsin where 
Dr. C. A. Elvehjem discovered that meat is 
one of the richest sources of the B groups 
of vitamins—thiamine, riboflavin and niacin, 

“What do we know about meat as a 
source of iron? Out at the University of 
Nebraska we are supporting work carried 
on by Dr. Ruch Leverton which has shown 
that because it is a rich source of iron, meat 
was responsible for increasing the hemoglo- 
bin and the red blood cell count of college 
girls. This is one example showing that 
iron builds rich red blood. 

“We now know from research carried on 
at the University of Chicago that the pro- 
tein of cereals is not as satisfactory as the 
protein of meat. Comparisons are some 
times made in which one food is compared 
with another. We usually make it a point 
to refrain from comparisons. However, | 
may say that if you would like to secure 
the same amount of protein in cereals that 
you secure from an average serving of meat 
you would have to eat seven half-cup serv- 
ings of oatmeal, eight slices of bread or 
16% servings of cornflakes. 

“What are the dietary nutrients nevessary 
in the foods we eat? There must be ptv- 
tein to build strong muscles and body tissue. 
There must be calories to furnish energy. 
There should be calories and phosphorus to 
build strong bones and healthy teeth. There 
should be vitamins for health and growth. 
Meat is a good source of all of these but 
calcium. It is our job as a livestock a 
meat industry to drive home the facts about 
the food value of meat to the scientific 
professional groups in America—to our 
homemakers—to our educators, our nutrl- 
tion leaders and others. a.

We have the Department of Information 
which is disseminating facts about meat 
through the newspapers, the radio, through 
literature and in other ways. During the 
pst year this department published 138 
pieces of meat literature adapted for many 
sv eaeomenmgeae retailers, meat packers 

many, many more. 

‘T would like to say in closing that here 
at Washington State College Dr. Ensminger 
ad his staff are doing a great job for meat 
-a job that is appreciated by the entire 
livestock and meat industry. I want also to 
pay a special compliment to Don Tyler of 
our Merchandising staff who is on this pro- 
gam and to Mary Lou Armstrong of our 
Homemakers’ Service Department.
